Mr. Sailendranath Basu, B.A., Audit Officer of the 
University, retired from University 
service on 17th June, 1940, on the ex- 
piry of his leave which he had to take on account of ill health. 
Mr. Basu could not enjoy his well-earned pen-ion for long, 
he having died on the 28th October, 1940 Mr. Basu started 
his career in the University as a junior Assistant in the office 
of the Registrar 31 years ago and it was only for his ability 
and devotion to duty that he was selected to fill up the post of 
the University Audit Officer created in 1927. Before his 
appointment as Audit Officer, Mr. Basu acted as Assistant 
Registrar and also as Assistant Centroller of Examinations 
for some time. The Senate and the Syndicate recorded their 
deep sense of sorrow at his death. The Senate also sanc- 
tioned a monthly pension of Rs. 40 for the widow of the 
deceased.

University on the General Council and State Faculty of 
Ayurvedic Medicine in Bengal having been unable to act as 
a, member of the Council, Mr. Ramaprasad Mocker jee, 
M.A., B.Ii. was appointed representative in his place. This 
year the Government of Bengal decided to establish a 
General Council and State Faculty of Unani Medicine on 
the lines of a similar organisation relating to Ayurvedic 
Medicine and the University nominated the Hon’ble Khan 
Bahadur M. Azizul Huque, C.I.E., B.L., M.L.A., as 
its representative on the Council. The Hon’ble Khan 
Bahadur M. Azizul Huque was also appointed a Trustee 
of the Indian Museum on behalf of this University. It 
may be remembered that the University of Oxford con 
ferred the Honorary Degree of Doctor of Literature on Dr. 
Jtabindranath Tagore. The investiture ceremony was held at 
Santiniketan and the undermentioned gentlemen were de-

The question of representation of the University on the 
Governing Body of the Indian Football Association, which 
was being mooted for the last few years, was settled this year, 
and the University Inspector of Colleges and Mr. Uraaprasad 
Mookerjee, M.A., B.L., were appointed representatives of 
the University on the Governing Body. 

UNIVERSITY PROFESSORS 

It will he remembered that the Government of India 
having resolved to discontinue its grant 
Professor- maintenance of the Minto Pro- 

fessorship ot Economics of this Univer- 
sity, inspite of f-everal appeals from the University to revise 
that decision, and the Government; of Bengal having also 
refused to sanction any grant for the Chair, the University, 
with the advice of its Finance Committee, decided to main- 
tain the Chair from its own funds. The probability of in- 
curring in the near future an expenditure of this nature was 
not, however, envisaged at the time when the last financial 
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settlement was arrived at between the University and the 
Government of Bengal. The term of appointment of Prof* 
Jitendraprasad Niyogi as Min to Professor of Economics ex- 
pired on 7th March, 1940, and the Minto Professorship 
having ceased to exist, the University, according to its 
previous decision, established its own Chair of Economics 
and Professor Jitendraprasad Niyogi was appointed perma- 
nently as University Professor of Economics. 


The term of appointment of Prof. Harendracoomar 
Mookerjee as University Professor of 
English expired on 30th June, 1940, and 
' ’ necessary steps for the constitution of a 

Selection Committee in accordance with the provisions of 
the Pegulations were in the mean time taken for filling up 
the vacancy. Advertisements inviting applications for the 
Professorship were issued and the Selection Committee met 
for the first time on 29th June, 1940. It was found, however, 
that the Selection Committee would take some time to select 
a proper candidate for the post. The Executive Committee 
ol the Council of Post-Graduate Teaching in Arts thereupon 
recommended on the 12th July, 1940, that Dr. Harendra- 
coomar Mookerjee be appointed a temporary Professor of 
English from 2nd July, 1940 to 30th September, 1940, or 
until further orders, on a monthly salary of Its. 1,000. This 
recommendation was approved by the Selection Committee 
as also by the Syndicate. The recoramendauon was placed 
before the Senate on 21st September, 1940, wiien the appoint- 
ment was made till 31et December, 1940. 


The Selection Committee held several meetings and after 
mature consideration expressed its opinion that the University 
Professorship of English should be kept in abeyance till 3l8t 
May, 1944, and that during this period, i e., from let January,, 
1941 to Slst May, 1944, a whole-time Reader and one whole- 
time Lecturer should be appointed for the Department. On 
the recommendation of the Selection .Committee the Senate 
appointed Dr. Mobinimohan Bhattacbaryya, M.A., B.L.,. 
Ph.D., as Header and Head of the Department on a monthly 
salary of Es. 700 with a personal allowance of Rs. 50 and 
Dr. Amiyachandra Chakrabarti, M.A. (Pat.), D.Phil. (Oxon.) 
as a wrhole-time Lecturer on a monthly salary of Rs. 600* 
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The appointment of Mabamahopadhyay Vidhusekhara 
Bhattacharyya, Sastri, as Asutosh Profes- 
Sanskrit. Sanskrit was extended for a further 

period of one year with effect from Ist 

June, 1940. 

Professor Bidhubhushan Bay, D.Sc., was appointed Guru- 
prasad Singh Professor of Physics for 5 

P?o“eXr o“ Physfo*? 1935, and on the 

expiry of the term, he was, on the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Management of the Khaira Fund 
and the Syndicate, appointed permanently to the post, i.c., 
till he would complete his sixtieth year. 


This year also the Committee appointed by the Faculty 
of Law to consider the Introductory Lec- 
^Tagore Law Profes- grfef Synopses of lectures for 

the Tagore Law Professorship for 1941 
could not recommend any of the candidates for appointment 
to the Professorship and on the vsuggestion of the Hon’ble 
the Dean the Faculty unanimously recommended to the 
Senate that, in accordance with rule 5-A of the rules govern- 
ing the Tagore Law Profes8orship,'Sir Nripendranath Sircar, 
K.C.S.I., K.C.I.B,, M.A., B.L., Barrister-at-Law, formerly 
Advocate- General of Bengal and Law Member to the 
Government of India, be appointed to the Professorship. 
The Senate unanimously adopted the recommendation. The 
subject on which Sir Nripendranath Sircar will deliver his 
lectures is Law of Arbitration with special reference to 
British India.'* 


SPECIAL UNIVEESITY READERS, EXTENSION 
LECTURERS, Etc. 

It may be remembered that Mr. Aldous Huxley, the 
celebrated author, was appointed by the 

leifd^S LectweJ! ^938, Stephanos Nirmalendu 

Ghosh Lecturer in Comparative Religion 
for the year 1939. He was due to deliver his lectures 
during 1939-40, but a letter was received in April last from 
the Secretary to Mr. Huxley that in view of hostilities in 
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Europe, it would be quite impossible for him to fix any 
date for the delivery of bis lectures. The letter was placed 
before the Committee which originally considered the 
question of appointment to the Lectureship. The Com- 
mittee recommended that, in the circumstances. Dr. 
Surendranath Dasgupta, C.I.E,, M.A., Ph.D. (Cal.), Ph.D. 
(Cantab.), D.Litt. (Borne), be invited to accept the Lecture- 
ship. The recommendation of the Committee was adopted 
by the Senate.

Mr. Hirendranath Dutt, M.A., B.L., was appointed 
Kamala Lecturer for the year 1939. He delivered hii 
lectures in December, 1940, on ‘ Indian Culture : Its TraUs 
and Strands (A Study in Contrasts).* 


Mr. S. C. Majumdar, Chief Engineer to the Government 
of Bengal, Irrigation Department, was 
Readers^^ University appointed a Special University Eeader 
on a honorarium of Rs. 1,000 to deliver 
a course of Lectures on ‘ Rivers of Bengal Delta.* He 
delivered his lectures in September, 1940.

RESEARCH FELLOWSHIPS, SCHOLARSHIPS, Etc. 


Eadhikanaohan and 
Guruprasanna Ghosh 
Scholarships. 


On account of the abnormal situation in Europe caused 
by the war, full use could not be made 
of the scholarships for study abroad. The 
Kadhikamohan Educational Scholarship 
which is for industrial training was not 
awarded this year, and although there were several applica- 
tions for the Guruprasanna Ghosh Scholorship, it could not 
be awarded to any one of the candidates as the University 
was informed by the High Commissioner for India that the 
firms and industrial centres where the^e candidates wanted to 
proceed could not give any assurance for the training wanted. 


A Ghose Travelling Fellowship of the value of Rs. 

2,200 wasi however, awarded to Mr. 
Fellowship. Ajitkumar Mukherjee, B.A., who had 

already been working in the University 
of London, on “ Indian Art," in order to enable him to 
complete his study. Dr. Sudhirkumar Niyogi, D.Sc., who 
is attached to the University College of Science in the 
Department of Chemistry, was also awarded a Gboee 
Travelling Fellowship for advanced study and research in 
“ Metallurgy of Aluminium " in Canada, but the scholar 
has not yet been able to proceed abroad on account of the 
war.

Sreemati Bibha Majumdar who was granted the Prem- 
chand Roychand Studentship in Scientific 
subject in the year 1937 for carrying 
on researches on Theory of Conduction and Absorption 
in Stellar Material/* was granted the Mouat Medal 
on her having successfully completed the period of her 
studentship. Sreemati Bibha Majumdar is a Lecturer 
in the Victoria Institution, Calcutta. Mouat Medals 
were also awarded to Mr. Makhanlal Mukherjee,

Sasibhushan Dasgupta, M.A. — all of them being Prem- 
chand Roychand Scholars in Literary Subjects. Mr. 
Sasibhushan Dasgupta has, it is to be noted, been recently 
admitted to the Degree of Doctor of Philosophy for his 
research work on Some Obscure Religious Cults as back- 
ground of Bengali Literature,” which was very highly 
spoken of by the Examiners to whom it was referred.

UNIVERSITY LAW COLLEGE 


The college admitted 440 students in the First-year 
class during the session 1940-41 as compared to 401 students 
in the previous session 1939-40. 


The maximum numerical strength of the college in the 
session 1940-41 was 1,072 as compared to 1,104 in the 
session 1939-40. 


The college has now undertaken the duty of regular 
tuition for M. L. students. The number of students reading 
M.L. in the college is 14. M. L. Scholarships of the value 
of Rs. 30 per month each were awarded for one year to the 
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following students who stood first in the 1st class in their 
respective Pinal B.L. Examination : —

The staff consists of the Principal, the Vice-Principal 
and twenty-six Professors. 

^fhe number of students who sat for the College Scholar- 
ship Examination held on the 7th September, 1940, was 100 
as against 84 in the previous year. 


The library of the college has been expanded and the 
books in the library have been installed in one of the biggest 
halls in Calcutta colleges. The Beading Eoom remained 
open from 7-30 a.m. to 7 p.m. on all working days except 
on Saturdays when it closed at 5 p.m. The total number^ 
of books issued to the students in the Keference and liend- 
ing Sections was 15,410 and 3,954, respectively. The total 
number of students who borrowed books from the Reference 
and Lending Sections during the session was 15,012. The 
average daily attendance during the active months was 
137. 


During 1940, the college organised the All-India Debate 
Competition. Bona-fide students from the Universities 
throughout India took part in the Competition. The sub- 
ject of the Debate was — ‘‘That, in the opinion of the House, 
the resignation on the part of the Ministers in the different 
Provinces was a move in the right direction.’’ The Debate 
was held on two successive days in January, 1940. The 
Judges were very distinguished citizens of Calcutta. The 
Debate reached a very high standard and there was a record 
gathering of about ten thousand students and Professors. 
The Asutosh Trophy was carried off by the Post-graduate 
Teaching department in Arts of the Calcutta University. 
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Two of the college students, viz,, Mr. Purnendukumar 
Banerjee and Mr. Sadhanchandra Gupta competed at the 
Jagadish Memorial Debate Competition held at Lahore 
under the auspices of the Panjab University Union Society, 
and carried away the Trophy. 

The College Union arranged a Debate Tour in December, 
1940. Mr. Purnendukumar Banerjee and Mr. Sadhanchandra 
Gupta represented this college at the All-India Debate 
Competition organised by the Eobertson College Union, 
Jubbalpur, on the 22nd December, 1940. 

The Union for the first time arranged to send out a 
batch of fifteen students for social welfare work in three 
or four backward villages during the Christmas of 1940^ 

The College Athletic Club has ten different sections, 
viz,, Foot-ball, Hockey, Cricket, Tennis, Basket-ball, Volley- 
ball, Indoor-games, Bowing, Athletic-sports and a fully 
equipped Gymnasium. The College reached the final of 
Inter-Collegiate Knock-out Eegatta, the Final of the 
Bengal Table-Tennis Team Championship, and also the 
Final of the Inter-Collegiate Tennis League, in 1940-41. It 
entered the Kalidas Manick Memorial Foot-ball Tournament 
at Benares and reached the semi-final. The college has a 
very strong Table-Tennis team including Nos. 3 and 4 of the 
Official Table Tennis Hanking List of Bengal for 1939-40. 
The Gymnasium is one of the best Collegiate Gymnasiums 
under the jurisdiction of this University. It attracts a good 
number of students. 

Attached to the college is the Hardinge Hostel which 
has accommodation for 145 boarders. 

TEACHEES' TEAINING DEPAETMENT 

(A) B. T. Course 

The Senate at its meeting of the 24th May, 1940, approv- 
ed the schemefor opening the B.T. Classes in the Teachers’ 
Training Department from July, 1940, and an announce- 
ment was made inviting applications for admission. 
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Out of 695 applications received for admission 100 can- 
didates were finally admitted. Selection was made generally 
on the basis of academic qualifications except in the case 
of Head Masters and Assistant Head Masters. As there was 
no provision for teaching Geography and Science, graduates 
with science subjects were not admitted. The students may

Classes began on the 15th July with an opening address 
by Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee, M.A., B.L., D.Litt., 
Barrister-at-Law, M.L.A., President of the Council of 
Post-Graduate Teaching in Arts. 

Consequent to the opening of the B.T. Classes the staff 
of the department was reorganised and further strengthened 
by the appointment of some Lecturers and Assistant Lectur- 
ers, one Eesearch Fellow and an Instructor for handwork. 

Besides lectures in the usual subjects, arrangements have 
been made for handwork, use of the blackboard, speech 
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training and also physical education for men. Attendance 
in these is compulsory. 

Lectures are being delivered in all the six subjects in 
the additional paper. The number of students attending

Attempts are being made to organise some sort of social 
life among the students. Educational excursions have been 
planned.

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MisBioD School. A party of 60 students and several Lecturers 
paid a visit to Santiniketan on the 14th and 15th September, 
1940, where they had the opportunity of studying the work 
of the different institutions under the Viswabharati at close 
quarters. They also met Dr. Rabindranath Tagore who 
gave them an illuminating and inspiring address for about 
forty minutes. 

The Seminar has been properly organised ; educational 
journals are being kept there ; all the available seats in the 
Seminar are always full. The Department is already very 
much cramped for space. The need for accommodation 
will be more acutely felt in January next when the 
Short-Term students will be working side by side with the 
B.^. students. 


Research 

Systematic arrangements have been made for researches 
by the members of the staff. Researches are now being 
conducted in the following subjects : — 

(a) The Influence of Language of Question Papers on 
Scores in Examinations. 

(b) Diagnostic Tests in English Grammar. 

(c) English Vocabulary in the Lower Classes. 

(d) History of Education in Bengal — Its Different 
Phases. 

(e) P^’oblems of Discipline. 

The first bulletin entitled “ Secondary Education in 
Bengal: A Study ” was published in December, 1940. It 
contained a study of some of the problems of secondary 
education in this province by Mr. A. N. Basu. 


(B) Teacheps’ Training Certificate Course (General) 


There was one term of this course in the year 1940, 
from January to April. 32 students were enrolled, of whom

20 were teachers of recognised high schools and others were 
graduate non-teachers. There were two women students 
among them. Six schools of the city were selected for 
practice-teaching and they co-operated with the department 
by providing every facility for this purpose. The final exa- 
mination was held in April. 29 candidates sat for the 
examination, of whom 24 came out successful. 

Tutorial and demonstration classes were regularly held 
during the term and the students took part in weekly debates 
where they discussed various educational topics. Excursions 
to different places of educational interest were also organised 
during the term. 


(C) Vacation Course 

The annual Vacation Course for teachers was organised 
during the summer of 1940. 152 teacher-students were 

enrolled, of whom nearly 15 were Head Masters and Assist- 
ant Head Masters of recognised high schools. There were 
41 teachers who joined this course in order to complete the 
eight weeks* course in English for appearing at the English 
Teachership Certificate Examination. 

Series of lectures were delivered on Modern Trends in 
Education, Psychology and Education, General Methods and 
Methods of Teaching School Subjects, viz,, English, 
Mathematics, History, Bengali and Geography. 

Arrangements were also made for special afternoon 
lectures by prominent educationists who delivered lectures 
on various topics of educational and cultural interest. A 
series of lectures on Mental Testing and Mental Hygiene 
were also given in connection with this course. 

(D) Teachers* Training Certificate Course (Geography) and 
B.A. and B.Sc. (Pass and Hons ) Course in Geography. 

The Department conducted B.A. and B.Sc. (Pass and 
Hons.) Classes in the evening and Teachers' Training 
Certificate Course in Geography during the day. There 
were in all 311 students in the Geography Department. 
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The staff consists of four whole-time Lecturers and several 
part-time Lecturers. The laboratory staff consists of ona 
demonstrator, one laboratory Assistant, two draftsmen, 
one tracer and one compiler. 

BA. and B.So. {Pass and Hons.) Classes 

These classes were started for the first time this year^ 
45 students joined the Third-year Class. 

Teachers* Training Certificate Course (Geography) 

Two terms were organised as in the previous year. In the 
January — April term about 184 candidates applied for ad- 
mission, of whom 151 were selected, and 120 finally joined 
the course. 123 candidates including 3 failures of the pre- 
vious term appeared in the final examination ; of these 
104 passed, 13 obtaining Distinction. In the July — October 
term the number of applicants was 161, of whom 117 candi- 
dates were selected; 94 finally joined the course. The 
Director of Public Instruction, Assam, deputed 20 teachers 
of Government and Government-Aided High Schools to 
undergo training in Geography. The number of candidates 
who appeared in the final examination in the second term 
was 96. Of these 80 came out successful in the examination,. 
7 obtaining Distinction. 

Preparation of Maps 

A number of maps of Bengal were made by the drafts- 
men of the department, most noteworthy of which is the 
quarter inch map of Bengal in two sheets showing the 
details of the smallest rivers on this map. A number of 
other maps, viz., war maps and historical geography maps, 
were also made by the same staff of the department. A 
river map of the whole of India on J M. scale is another 
important work executed by the department. 

A number of n)odels showing different types of erosion 
was made by the modeller of the department. A relief 
model of the holy Eailash to scale has been the special 
achievement in this line. 
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Dark Room 

A dark room was set up. Slides are being prepared in 
the dark room for the use of the department. 

Soil Analytical Laboratory 

A soil analytical laboratory has also been fitted up and 
it is proposed to analyse the soil of Bengal mechanically and 
then prepare a soil map of Bengal on the basis of the results 
obtained. 

Meteorological Instruments : — On the roof of the Asutosh 
Building the following instruments have been fitted up for 
the use of the students : — 

1. Stevenson’s Screen 

2. Bain Gauze 

3. Wind-vane 

4. Anemometer 

Eecords are taken arid compared with the weather charts 
of the Department of Meteorology, Alipore. 

Commercial Museum 

The Commercial Museum, formerly under the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Economics, has been placed under 
the charge of this department. New specimens have been 
added and old ones have been replaced by new ones. 

(E) Teachers’ Training Certificate Course in Science 

During the year there was a great rush of students 
seeking admission into the Teachers’ Training Classes in 
Science and 309 students were actually admitted ; all of them 
are graduates in science. Of them 12 were M.Sc.’s and 
28 were non-teachers. The rest were graduate science tea- 
chers of recognised institutions and they were deputed by 
school authorities to receive training. 

The class was divided into six sections, the same course 
being taught in each section. This necessitated the appoint- 
ment of a large number of Lecturers and demonstrators. 
Classes were held at the University College of Science. 
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The number of candidates registered for admission into 
the final examination was 322 (including 13 candidates who 
failed at the previous examination). Of them 279 came out 
successful, 109 candidates getting Distinction. 

AQRICULTUEAL INSTITUTE, BARRACKPORB 

The course of training at the Institute covers two sessions 
and each session is divided into two terms, one from July 
to December, and the other from January to April. Al- 
together seven students joined the Institution in 1939. 

The first year course consists of Agriculture, Soil- 
Chemistry, Animal Physiology, Genetics and Botany includ- 
ing' laboratory and practical field work. 

The students are given intensive training. There are now 
eleven students, five in the first-year and six in the second- 
year classes. The work of milking, tending of cows, rationing 
and making of cream, butter, ghee are done by the students. 

The students are taught the science and practice of 
ploughing and management of the small plots allotted to 
them ; they are given necessary instructions in the different 
cropping schemes in order to acquaint them with details 
thereof and are allowed suflScient scope to work independent- 
ly in the different units. In the second year, in order to 
make the students fit to manage their own firms and to 
impart a knowledge of the prevalent market conditions, each 
and every scheme is allowed to be drawn up by the students 
themselves which is afterwards discussed in Seminar classes 
under the guidance of the members of the teaching staff. 

Primary importance is attached lo the practical work in 
the dairy and in the field. The lecture commences after the 
practical work is finished in the morning. The afternoon is 
devoted to laboratory work and practical work in the work- 
shop every alternate day. The students do their fieldwork 
again, • specially transplanting, watering, weeding, 
mulching, etc. 

The second-year students are entrusted with the field 
books to keep the records of their work in their own indivi- 
dual units, which are checked each day by the Fieldman- 
Overseer who in turn keeps a record for the whole 
farm. 
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For the proper management of the dairy, arraagements 
have been made with the Officer-in-charge of the local 
8. P. C. A. hospital, who, apart from giving two lectures a 
week visits the dairy whenever necessary. He also acquaints 
the students with cases of importance that come in for 
treatment at the S. P. C. A. hospital. The Officer also takes 
students to epidemic areas, whenever occasion arises* 

A poultry section has been started by the students this 
year. 

Tn the workshop, training is given to the students for 
making indigenous implements necessary for cultivation 
work. They are taught the mechanism of oil engine and of 
its different parts and also the making of household 
furniture. 

Arrangements have been made with the Geography 
department of the University for Teaching Surveying to the 
students. 

Students are also taken round to ordinary farmers and 
to other agricultural research stations in order to acquaint 
them with the methods that are adopted in different 
localities and under different conditions. 

The fishery has been an addition this year. 

In addition to genera) training, economic trials of 20 
bigha units in a village and 8 bigba units near a small 
town have been taken up. The costings of these are taken 
separately. 

AFFILIATED COLLEGES 

There are at present 79 colleges affiliated to the Univer- 
sity. Out of these, 11 are exclusively for women, 2 have 
women’s sections completely separate from men's departmeni 
and 16 admit both boys and girls. The total number of 
students reading in the different affiliated colleges as 
recorded in the college register in September, 1940, was 
39,399 of whom 2,578 were girl students. In Calcutta the 
number of students was 20,437. In the mofussil colleges in 
Bengal the number of students was 15,756 and in Assam 
colleges the number was 3,206.

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RECOGNISED SCHOOLS 

The total number of schools recognised by this University 
during the year 1940, were 1,587, of which 621 were perma- 
nently recognised and 966 were provisionally recognised. 69 
schools were recognised for the first time and 449 schools 
were granted extension of renewal of recognition. 

21 schools were approved by the Syndicate for the 
purpose of sending up candidates for the B.T. exa- 
mination as non-colJegiate students. 

A list of schools both permanently and provisionally 
recognised is printed in the Appendix. 

EXAMINATIONS 

ExaminaTioos were held during the year, as usual, in 
Arts, Science, Law, Medicine and Engineering. Tabular 
statements are given in the Appendix, showing the results 
at the different examinations held this year and providing 
a comparison with the results of previous years. The 
total number of candidates who appeared in this year’s 
examinations (including the number at the Supplementary 
Matriculation Examination held in December, 1939) was 
71,295 as against 67,177 in the last year.

Changes have also been made in the new M.B. 

Regulations. The Medical Council of 
Changes in the M.B. India have laid down that no student 
egu a ions. should be allowed admission to a Medical 

College before he was 17, as the Council are of opinion 
that a boy should not be given charge of a patient until he 
attains the age of 22. The New M.B. Regulations of 
this University did not contain any such provision and the 
following condition was, therefore, laid down by the Senate 
on 21st September, 1940, for admission to the medical 
course : — 

‘‘Thathe (the student) has attained the age of 17 years 
or will attain that age on the Blst December of the year of 
his admission. 

Another change proposed in the Medical Regulations is 
in respect of exemption of B. Sc. -passed students (with 
Chemistry as one of their subjects) from attendance at 
lectures and practical work in Organic and Physical 
Chemistry in the M.B. course as also examination in that 
subject. This privilege was enjoyed by the students under 
the Old Regulations and it is proposed to be extended to them 
under the New Regulations. 

Changes in the Regulations sanctioned by Government 
as well as by the Syndicate, during the year 1940, are noted 
in the Appendix. 

ORGANISATION OF ISLAMIC STUDIES 

It was reported last year that the Hon’ble the Vice- 
Chancellor presented a note to the University on 10th Feb- 
ruary, 1939, regarding Organisation of Islamic Studies. As a 
result the Senate, on the recommendation of the Faculty of 
Arts, adopted on 24th February, 1940, a scheme for the study of 
Islamic History and Culture in the Post-Graduate (M. A.) Course. 
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The scheme had warm support from such eminent Pro- 
fessors on the subject as Prof. Margurie and Prof. Margo- 
liouth and, as the Hon*ble the Vice-Chancellor remarked at 
the meeting of the Senate, by the introduction of the 
scheme a new vista of knowledge was opened up before 
the students. The scheme was forwarded to Government 
for necessary sanction and as soon as it was obtained the 
University proceeded to consider the steps to be taken to 
give effect to it from July, 1940, i.e,, from the commence- 
ment of the new academic year. On the 27th April, 1940, 
the Senate adopted the following resolutions : —

(2) That Government be approached for financial assistance for the above 
purpose.” 


Government was accordingly forthwith addressed on the 
subject with the request that the decision of Government 
might be communicated to the University as early as possi- 
ble. This was necessary as the University Budget for the 
year 1940-41 was then under preparation. But as the 
matter was still under consideration of Government at the 
time of final preparation of the Budget, Rs. 8,400 + 2,600 
(for Library) were provided therein as token grant in order 
that the scheme might be started from the new session. 
“ This has been put in here/’ said Jhe Vice-President of 
the University Finance Committee in presenting the Budget 
before the Senate, on 29th June, 1940, ‘‘ in anticipation of 
the subvention which we would be getting from Government 
to meet the entire cost of the scheme.” No settlement 
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bas, however, yet been arrived at between the University 
and Government on the subject. 

The Department of Islamic History and Culture was 
started from July, 1940, with nine honorary Lecturers and 
one whole-time Lecturer. Of the honorary Lecturers the 
Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor is himself one and he opened 
the Department with an illuminating address. 

This was with regard to the Post-Graduate course. The 
Faculty of Arts also recommended certain changes in the 
syllabuses of studies in History for the I. A. and B.A. (Pass 
and Honours) Examinations. “ A special period of the 
History of Hindu Colonial Expansion and a special period 
of the History of Islam outside India*’ was added as an 
alternative subject in the Second Paper in History foi^the 
I. A. Examination and the following new subjects were 
introduced, in addition to the subject of History, for the B.A. 
Examination 

Indo-Islamic and World History. 

Islamic History and Culture. 

Ancient Indian and World History. 

It has been provided in the Kegulations that no student 
shall be allowed to take up more than one of these subjects. 

The recommendations of the Faculty were adopted by 
the Senate on 29th June, 1940. 

COMMITTEES 

Several Committees were appointed during the year, of 
which mention need be made of the following : — 

The Medical Council of India asked for opinion of the 
Teaching of Hygiene University on the following subjects:- 
in the Medical Course. 

(t) The desirability of improving Hygiene Museums in the curricula of studies 
for the Medical Course. 

(ii' The feasibility of the proposal of carrying health surveys by the medical 
students. 

The matter was referred by the Syndicate to the Faculty 
of Medicine which appointed a Committee for a report. 
The report of the Committee was approved by the Faculty 
and the Medical Colleges affiliated to this University were 
informed of the recommendations of the Committee. 
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Regarding health surveys the Committee was of opinion 
that the work should be done after a student has passed 
the Final Examination under the new Medical Regula- 
tions during the post graduate stage, i.e., during 
the period of six months when a student is to undergo a 
course of practical clinical instruction in the wards of hos- 
pitals specially recognised for the purpose. The Committee 
arrived at this decision as it was found difficult to find suffi- 
cient time for the students to conduct rural sanitary survey 
during the five years of their professional college work. 


The Faculty of Medicine also appointed a Committee to 
consider the following resolution of the 
Post-Graduate Medi- Bengal Provincial Medical Conference, 


cal Training. 


1937: 


“That the G^oyerntnoab and the UniversiDids Od reqaesbed bo find oat ways 
and means of providing Poat-Grraduate Training for general medical practi- 
tioners in order to keep them abreast of modern knowledge in diagnosis and 
treatment.** 


The report of the Committee was considered by the 
Faculty of Medicine on the 17th July, 1940, when the 
following resolutions were adopted by that Body : — 

‘‘ (1) That the Faculty is of opinion that immediate 
steps should be taken by the University to equip and 

maintain post-graduate departments in medical subjects 
including training for higher degrees and that adequate 
staff, accommodation and funds should be provided for 
this purpose. 

(2) That pending such provision of accommodation 

by the University, the authorities of the two medical 
colleges affiliated to the University and other medical 
institutions be approached to provide necessary facilities 
for post-graduate work including training for higher 
degrees. 

(3) That the Faculty of Medicine will, from time 
to time, decide upon the subjects for post-graduate work 
to be undertaken by and on behalf of the University. 

(4) That for the present, post-graduate teachers 

be appointed in Anatomy, Pharmacology, Pathology, 

Medicine (including Preventive Medicine), Surgery and 
Midwifery, for giving post-graduate instruction to medical 
gi^aduates. So long as the University is unable to provide 
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necessary accommodation, etc., for the purpose, the ins- 
truction will be given under the aegis of the University in the 
affiliated colleges and hospitals attached thereto and other 
institutions recognised for the purpose. The teachers may 
be part-time workers for the present. 

(5) That the University be requested to provide 
Es. 10,000 during the year for the purpose.*’ ^ 

The matter is still under consideration. 


Lt.-Col. A. C. Chatterjee, Director of Public Health, 
Bengal, and Member of the Senate, 
burCom^uS addressed a letter to the University, 

pointing out the desirability of including 
Bacteriology as a subject of study for the B.Sc. Bxamiea- 
tion. The Syndicate requested Col. Chatterjee to draw up a 
definite scheme on the subject and the scheme drawn 
up by him has been referred to the following Committee : —

The question of revision of the rules regarding admission 
of L.M.F. passed students to the M.B. 
Rules ^ ^ Admission course of this University was taken up 
for consideration in view of the new 
M.B. Begulations. A Committee was appointed for the 
purpose. The privileges which were enjoyed by the L.M.F. 
passed students under the old rules were extended to them 
under the new rules. 


BENGAL SECONDARY EDUCATION BILL 

The Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Educa- 
tion Department, forwarded in his letter, dated the 7th 
September, 1940, copy of the Bengal Secondary Education 
Bill, 1940, which had been introduced in the Bengal Legisla- 
tive Assembly on the 21 st August, 1940 and referred by the

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Assembly to a Select Committee on the 28th August, 
1940. It was requested in the letter that the views of 
the University on the provisions of the Bill might be 
communicated to Government before the commencement 
of the Piija vacation, as the Select Committee were 
required to submit their report by the 30th November, 
1940. 

The letter was placed before the Syndicate on the 
17th September, 1940, when the Bill was referred to the 
following Committee for favour of consideration and 
report : —

A letter was, in the meantime, under orders of the 
Syndicate, addressed to Government intimating that it 
would not be possible for the University to communicate 
its views to Government before the 15th December, 1940, 
in view of the fact that the Puja vacation of the University 
intervened from the beginning of October to the middle 
of November, and that, in order to have the opinion of the 
University, the Eeport which the Committee of the 
Syndicate might furnish should be considered by the Senate 
of the University, for which a certain procedure as 
laid down in the Regulations, had to be followed. Govern- 
ment in their letter, dated the 3rd October, 1940, granted the 
extension of time asked for by the University. 

The Committee held its meetings in the meantime. A 
meeting of the Senate was held on the 14th December, 
1940, which the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor could not 
attend on account of ill-health. The Hon’ble the Vice- 
Chancellor left a note for the meeting in which it was 
stated that the Hon’ble the Premier was anxious to discuss 
the provisions of the Secondary Education Bill with the 
Members of the Senate on a convenient date and that the 
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Hon*ble the Vice-Chancellor would fix a date for the 
purpose early in January* after consultation with the 
Hon*ble the Premier. 

ENDOWMENTS AND GIFTS 

The most noteworthy donation which the University 
received this year was a sum of Rs. 60,000 

‘Cyclotron* from the Board of Trustees, Sir Dorabji 

Tata Trust, towards the purchase 
of a “ Cyclotron.** The donation was made on condition 
that the University would contribute a like amount for 
the apparatus and agree to maintain it. The University 
accepted the proposal with cordial thanks on the conditi<»ns 
stated. The possibilities of the apparatus are immense as 
will be evident from the following extract from the account 
given of it by Prof. Meghnad Saha, Palit Professor of 
Physics — ‘‘By means of this apparatus common elements 
can be endowed with the same properties as those possessed 
by radium and some of them say radio-sodium and radio- 
phosphorus can be used for purposes for which radium is 
now exclusively used. Secondly, some of the common 
elements which we take along with our food or medicine 
like carbon, sodium, nitrogen, phosphorus, etc., can be made 
radio-active by means of the cyclotron. When these are 
administered either in the form of medicine or food the 
radio-active atom (commonly known as tagged atom) is 
carried through the human system in the ordinary process 
of digestion and circulation and we take a sample from any 
part of the human body and find out in what proportion 
particular atoms have spread through the different parts of 
the human body.** The aparatus has also great possibilities 
in finding out the origin of human diseases. When 
Prof. Meghnad Saha was on tour in America, he 
came in personal contact with Prof. Lawrence of the 
University of California, the original inventor of the 
“ Cyclotron ** and was satisfied with the working of the 
apparatus and its results. Prof. Saha put himself in 
correspondence with the Board of Trustees, Sir Dorabji 


* The Report of the Committee was placed before the Senate on 26th 
January, 1941, when it was adopted. 

The Report of the Committee is printed at the end. 
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Tata Trust, for a donation to the University for the 
purchase of a ‘ Cyclotron ' and drew up a detailed scheme 
for its installation in the University College of Science and 
for its maintenance. The scheme was carefully considered 
by the University Finance Committee and the Senate 
at its meeting held on the 14th December, 1940, accepted 
the donation of Es. 60,000 and agreed to find out the 
remaining sum for its erection and maintenance. It is 
estimated that the total amount which the University will 
have to spend for the erection of the apparatus alone — which 
will take about two years to complete — will not be less than 
Es. 66,000. Of this sum, Es. 20,000 will have to be spent 
immediately, the cost of the apparatus being Es. 80,000 ; 
and Es. 16,300 will have to be spent in the year 1941-42 
and Es. 10,300 in the year 1942-43. The University will 
also have to spend Es. 20,000 in constructing a building for 
housing the apparatus. The recurring cost for the mainten- 
ance of the apparatus will be about Es. 4,400 yearly. 

At the request of Prof. Saha Prof. Lawrence is giving 
one of the ex-Hesearch students of the University College of 
Science, Dr. B. D. Nagchaudhuri, special training for the 
construction of the Cyclotron and for working the apparatus. 
The University has granted a suitable remuneration to the 
scholar and has sent $ 1.500 to Prof. Lawrence for this 
purpose and for other preliminary work in connection 5 vitb 
the apparatus. 


Another endowment, unique in its character, offered to 
the University, was from Mr. Eanajit 
Bipiadas Palchau- palchaudhury of the Mahesganj Estate, 
dhury FeLowsh.p. establishment of a 

Fellowship to be called ‘Bipradas Palchaudhury Fellowship.' 
The value of the endowment is Es. 50,000 and its object 
is to enable the University “ to invite competent scholars 
from foreign countries to visit India and study under the 
auspices of the University ‘ aspects of Hindu Civili- 
sation and Culture.*' One of the conditions of the endow- 
ment is that the Fellow so appointed is expected on his 
return to his native country, to continue to maintain 
cultural relationship with India by means of lectures and 
publications on the subject in which he has specialised. 
The offer was thankfully accepted by the University. 
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Mr. J. M. Chaudhuri, Solicitor, intimated to the Uni- 
w versity that his client, Sreemati Promoda- 

Bundari Dasi, executed a will which had 
been registered, wherein there was a 
provision for payment of the income of 34 per cent G.P. 
Notes of the face value of Rs. 4,000 to the University for 
being utilised for the award of two prizes of books worth 
Rs. 70 each to two best deserving Hindu students in the 
Post-Graduate classes in Science, provided that the prize- 
holders were treated as free students. The offer was 
accepted with thanks by the Syndicate on 24th August, 
1940. 

The Standard Pharmaceutical Works, Ltd., proposed to 
make over to the University a grani of

Rs. 175 towards the expenses for work- 
ing out some Chemical and Biological problems, under 
the supervision of Dr. Sushilkumar Mitra, D.Sc., Sir 
Praphullachandra Ray Research Fellow and Honorary 
Lecturer in the Department of Chemistry, by two 
research assistants. The research assistants were to be 
appointed by the University on the recommendation of 
Dr. Mitra and would work in the laboratories of the Uni- 
versity College of Science. The offer was accepted by the 
University with thanks.

PARIBHASHA 

Paribhasha Books on Bangla Bananer Niyam (3rd 
Edition), Physics, Chemistry, Geography, Hygiene, Phy- 
siology, Botany and Economics have been completed. 
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Paribhasha works on Zoology and Psychology have 
been finished by the Central Paribhasha Committee subject 
to final approval by the General Paribhasha Committee. 

Paribhasha works on Geology and Fine Arts are still 
under preparation. 

FINANCIAL POSITION 

The Budget Estimates for the year 1940-4 L, were passed 
by the Senate on the 29th June, 1940. The combined fee 
and Post-Graduate Teaching Funds opened with an actual 
balance of Rs. 5,66,151 in place of Rs. . ,36,000 as anti- 
cipated in the Budget Estimates for 1939-40. This was 
dug chiefly to improvement in fee income and economy in 
expenditure. 

It was not possible however to transfer any portion of 
this large closing balance to the Reserve Fund. On the 
contrary it was found necessary to draw upon a portion of 
tiie already depleted Reserve Fund for some items which 
during the year 1939-40, were shown as payable from the Fee 
Fund. The estimated income and expenditure have been 
Rs. 34,70,355 and Rs. 39,15,909 respectively, with a closing 
balance of Rs. 1,20,597 only. This means that the Uni- 
versity would be spending during the year 1940-41 about 
Rs. 4,50,000 in excess of the revenue income. One half of 
ibis would no doubt be absorbed by items of a non- 
recurring nature. Even excluding these non-recurring items 
the total expenditure will exceed the total income by 
about two and a quarter lakhs, in spite of the various 
cuts which the University Finance Committee in framing the 
Budget Estimates was led to propose in some of the more 
important departments. The position, therefore, is that, as 
against a sum of over Rs. 5,00,000 in the Reserve Fund 
in 1938, there will be left an approximate balance of 
Rupees One and a half lakhs which, it is considered, should 
be the irreducible minimum that should be always held in 
the Reserve Fund. 

CALCUTTA UNIVERSITY LIBRARIES 

The work of stock-taking of the Central Library was 
undertaken on the 4th October last and continued till the 4th 
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Novejmber last, both days iDclusive. The stack room and 
part of the Library Office was kept open every day, for this 
work, from 11 a.m. to 5-30 p.m., includiog Sundays, but 
excluding one day during the Pujas. The report on 
the stock-taking was submitted to the Library Executive 
Committee which asked the Librarian to put up a note 
thereon by the 28th February, 1941. 

The Central Library remained entirely closed to readers 
during the period of stock-taking and also for 4 days during 
Christmas week besides during the usual University holidays. 
There were altogether 257 working days during the year as 
against 272 in the previous year and the reading room 
remained open daily as usual from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 

Publications . — There were altogether 10 issues of the 
Library Bulletin during the year showing the additions to 
University Libraries in classified sequence based on Dewey’s 
Decimal scheme. The Index volume to the Catalogue of 
books and periodicals on Economics and Political Science has 
been published. Classified catalogue of books in English 
belonging to lending and reference sections has been sent to 
the University Press. Classified catalogue of Sanskrit books 
is awaiting publication. 

Visitors . — A number of distinguished visitors including 
the President and delegates to the All-India Medical 
Conference visited the Central Library during the year. 

Binding . — Altogether 2,456 volumes of books and periodi- 
cals were bound in 1939-40 costing Rs. 2,925-1-6 as against 
Rs. 2,962 in 1938-39. 

Accession — Altogether 4,833 volumes were added during 
the }ear to the Central and Departmental Libraries, 
including 728 volumes in the University Law College 
Library as against 7,042 and 4,558 volumes in 1938 and 
1939. Of the 4,105 volumes in the Central and Science Col- 
lege Departmental libraries 3,041 volumes were acquired by 
purchase, 1,064 volumes on presentation and exchange as 
against 4,075, and 1,794 in 1939. The total accession number 
of volumes (including periodicals) on December 3l8t, 1940 in 
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the Central and the Science College departmental libraries 
came up to 1,81,360 (printed books) including the Law Col- 
lege Library (43,129) and 12,275 (Mss. etc.) and 2,070 
Chinese, Japanese and Spanish printed books as against 
1,76,527 volumes in 1939. 

Shelf accommodation — As the Annual rate of growth of 
the Central Library is about 5,000 volumes, it is expected 
that the stack will be full by the end of the next year. 
The pressure for space was partly relieved during this 
year by the transfer of the Physiology Library (1,600 
volumes) to the Science College at 92, Upper Circular Road 
and the opening up of Seminar Libraries of the Teachers* 
Training Department and the Geography department 
(about 150 volumes) and also due to considerable fall in the 
number of books received on exchange and as presentation 
from Foreign Universities and other institutions. 

Loan and References, — A total of 1,45,976 were issued to 
students, casual readers, teachers and other members of the 
University for reference purposes in the Central Library as 
against 1,49,709 and 1,48,988 in 1939 and 1938, respectively. 
The slight decline in the total figure is due to the closing of 
the Library for stock-taking during the Puja Holidays. 

However, the daily average issues for reference purposes 
was about 668 volumes as against 550 and 538 in 1939 and 
1938 respectively. 

A total number of 16,138 volumes were issued for 
home reading purposes to students, teachers, registered 
graduates, fellows and other members of the University 
during the year as against 15,562 and 15,087 in 1939 and 
1938 respectively. 

The daily average of issues for home reading purposes 
was 63 as against 57 in 1939. 

Analysis of the issue statistics indicate the order of 
popularity of subjects as follows: — Social Sciences 35.1 
(Economics 13.3%. Politics 6.9% , Education 3.1% , other 
Social Sciences 11.8%) , Literature 31.9%, History 14.2%, 
Philosophy 7.6%, Philology 1.8%, Religion, 6% followed 
by Useful Arts, Fine Arts and other subjects 8.8%. 
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Library cards — 1,017 Lending and 2,852 Eeference cards 
were issued during the year to students and casual readers 
and borrowers in the Central and Departmental libraries as 
against 972 and 2127 in 1939. Of these 600 were casual 
students, 202 lady students, 62 Law College students and 
12 Registered Graduates. Cards are not issued to Professors, 
Lecturers and Fellows. 

Library co-operation — The University Library borrowed 
a total of 86 volumes of printed books and 3 Mss. during the 
year from the following institutions : — 

Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal, All-India Institute of 
Hygiene, Bombay University Library, Benares Government 
Sanskrit College, Calcutta Madrassa, Imperial Library, 
Panjab University Library, Presidency College Library, 
Calcutta St. Xavier's College, Zoological Survey of India. 
To all these institutions grateful thanks of the University 
are due. 

The University Library extended the courtesy of loan of 
40 volumes of books and Mss. to the following institu- 
tions : — 

Indian Museum; Bengal Legislative Council ; Finance 
Dept., Government of Bengal ; Government Tei^t House, 
AlipCre; Lucknow University ; Secretary, Public Service 
Commission ; Munshigunj College, Dacca; Rajendra College, 
Faridpur ; Serampore College ; Visva-Bharati and Ravenshaw 
College, Cuttack. 

Science College Departmental Libraries — Total book 
stock in the Science College Libraries excluding periodicals 
stands at about 11,000 volumes on the 31st December, 1940, 
distributed as follows: — Zoology 2,280, Anthropology 2,314, 
Applied Mathematics 1,031, Physics 1,584, Applied Physics 
496, Botany 1,717, Physiology 1,600 and Chemistry 996. 

Over 350 students used the libraries to whom 2,640 
volumes were issued for home reading purposes and 14,653 
volumes including periodicals for reference purposes. 

During the year 7 volumes are reported to be missing 
from the Departmental libraries. One volume reported lost 
last year has been recovered.

Cataloguing and Glassification — Generally all new acces- 
sions to the University Library were classified according to 
D. C. scheme, the only exception being books in oriental 
languages which continue to be classified under the old 
scheme. 

Besides the normal work of classification and cataloguing 
of new books the following new items of work were taken 
in hand : — 

(U Cataloguing of Sanskrit books belonging to Reference 
as well as Lending sections [5,390 volumes] on cards and 
the preparation of the manuscript copy arranged in classified 
order for the press. 

(2) Cataloguing for English section [17,700 volumes] on 
cards and the preparation of a classified list for the press. 

(3) The work of cataloguing of books in Urdu, Arabic, 
and Persian has been taken up. It is expected that the 
catalogue for Urdu books will be ready very soon. 

(4) Catalogues of books in French and Hindi have been 
recently revised. 
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Other items — Issue system for the Professors, Lecturers 
and Fellows has been recently reorganised by the introduc- 
tion of loose leaf register and dispensing with day slips. 

The Stack Room has been recently rearranged and about 
110 books have been discarded on account of their bad phy- 
sical condition. 

ASUTOSH MUSEUM OF INDIAN ART 

The main problem before the Museum now is that of 
space. There is absolutely no room for expansion. Of the 
6,000 exhibits barely half could be crowded for public 
display, the rest are somehow piled up in improvjsed 
godowns. Collection work has virtually come to a stop. 
What is most regrettable is that offers of several valuable 
private collections of outstanding merit as gifts, could not 
be availed of for want of accommodation. Nothing but a 
separate and suitable Museum Building can solve this 
problem. 

Visitors — That the Museum is steadily growing in 
popularity is shown by an appreciable average increase in the 
number of daily visitors The total number of visitors to 
the Musuem during the year under review was 2,829 which 
included 2,164 students, ll6 teachers. 31 lecturers, 
27 artists, etc. Of the distinguished visitors mention may 
be made of Miss Alice Boner, Dr, Vreede, Hon. Director of 
Netherlands Institute, University of Paris, Prof. Harold 
Hotelling of the Columbia University, New York, Prof. 
W. Y. Evans-Watts of the Jesus College, Oxford, Lr. 
Horace I. Poleman, Librarian, Congress Library, Washing- 
ton, Mr Ju-Peon of the National University, Chungking, 
members of the Ceylon Government Goodwill Mission to 
India, Mr. Nandalal Bose ot Visvabharali, Prof. Haridas 
Bhattacharyja of the Dacca University and Mr. Nalinikanta 
Bhattashali, Curator, Dacca Museum. 

Exhibits — As stated above, want of space precluded any 
scheme of expansion. The exhibits, either by collection or 
purchase, have barely increased by 100 during the year under 
review. The Painting Gallery was shifted to the first floor 
and properly arranged. 
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Gifts — Dr. B. C. Sen has presented a set of old gold 
crnaments which belonged to the collection of the late Prof. 
Dineschandra Sen. The Coin Collection of the Museum 
has been further enriched by the gift of several gold coins of 
Vijaynagar and Haidar Ali by the Madras Museum. 

Collection and Purchase — Of the articles purchased the 
most interesting are a set of gilt Nepalese bronze images, 
a carved Murshidabad ivory box, a copper image of Bodhi- 
sattva, Tibetan bone-carvings, Kangra Paintings, Bengal 
** Pats ** from Manbhum, Birbhum, Bankura, Midnapur and 
Kalighat, and Kantha ** from Jessore. 

Collection work was mainly confined to two districts only , 
viz4^, Rajshahi and Barisal. A complete facade of a decora- 
ted brick temple of the 17th century A.D , rare images of 
Jina, Vamana and Vishnu are noteworthy objects. During 
his tour in Midnapur and Vishnupurareas the Curator secured 
for the Museum unique specimens of old painting, terra- 
cotta and clay-modelling. 

Excavation — As usual archaeological excavation at 
Bangarh, in the district of Dinajpur, was continued towards 
the beginning of the year under the direction of Mr. K. G. 
Goswami, M.A., and a party of four students. The labour 
of the party has been immensely successful because, in addi- 
tion to discovering what is technically known as “ the fourth 
strata ” of existing underground structure, the party has 
secured from the area a number of remarkable antiquities 
including terra-cotta plaques bearing running figures of bull 
and elephant as also male and female figurines of the 1st to 
2nd century A.D. Besides decorated pottery, the most 
important finds are seals inscribed with Brahmi characters 
containing the popular ancient Indian Symbol the tree and 
railing.*’ 

Cataloguing — Mr. S. K. Saraswati, M.A. , was entrusted 
in January with the preparatoin of a full and exhaustive cata- 
logue of the different collections. The work is nearing 
completion. 

Laboratory — A small research laboratory for the cleaning 
Rnd preservation of Museum objects was started in June 
under the charge of Mr. Minendranath Bose, M.Sc., of the 
Anthropology Department. Satisfactory results have 
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already been obtained specially on wood, stone, copper,^ 
bronze, iron and paper goods. 

Museum Training — Steps are being taken for starting a 
Degree Course in Museology in co-operation with the 
Archaeological Survey of India. 

Lectures — The following series of popular illustrated lec- 
tures were organised in March, April and May under the 
auspices of the Museum : — 

1. Textile Symbols of Eural Bengal ” by Dr. Stella 

Kramrisch. 

3. ** Ivories by Prof. Shahid Suhrawardy. 

3. “ Some Aspects of Mughal Painting ’* by Mr. M. 

Mahfuz-ul Haq. ' 

4. Art Education Through National Museum ** by 

Dr. Kalidas Nag. 

All the lectures were well-attended. 

KESIDENCE OF STUDENTS 

During the year 1940, about 3,200 out of about 21,000 
students belonging to different Calcutta Colleges were accom- 
modated in the attached Messes and in Collegiate and Non- 
Collegiate Hostels in Calcutta, licensed by the University. 
Of these, 1,4G5 resided in attached Messes and 354 in Non- 
Collegiate Hostels. The six Under-Graduate Hostels, which 
under Deeds of Trust, have been vested in, and are super- 
vised by the University, accommodated about 917 students. 

The attached Messes under the University (excluding the 
8 Messes, attached to the two Medical Colleges and the six 
Under-Graduate Hostels) were formerly managed with the 
grant-in-aid received from Government for the Calcutta Mess 
Scheme from year to year. Under that scheme, a Non- 
Collegiate Hostel known as the “ Buddhist Hostel ** (chiefly 
meant for students of the Buddhist community) was also 
maintained. But the Government of Bengal having 
sanctioned a block grant to the University for five years 
from 3937-38, the attached Messes and the Buddhist Hostel 
are being maintained from the Students* Mess Fund which 
has been included in the ‘ Amalgamated Fee and Post- 
Graduate Teaching Funds.* 
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The new Scheme for the residence of students of affiliated 
colleges belonging to the Scheduled castes, which was intro- 
duced in 1938, was continued during the year under report. 
One hundred apd eleven students took advantage of this 
scheme, of whom 58 belonged to the Colleges in Calcutta 
and 53 to those in MofussiL It may be mentioned in this 
connection that under previous arrangements 55 seats were 
available in the two special Hostels for Scheduled caste 
students now abolished (Banibhaban — 31, Binapani — 24) and 
of these onlj 43 seats were occupied during 1937-38 (Bani- 
bhaban — 19, Binapani — 24). 

Special attention was paid to the organisation of residence 
for girl students during the year under review. In view of 
the^ enormous increase in the number of girl students in 
Calcutta, the Syndicate thought it advisable to appoint an 
Inspectress of Hostels and Messes, and Mrs. Labanyalekha 
Banerjee, B.A. (Ofifg. Asstt. Inspectress of Schools, Nadia — 
Mursidabad) was appointed to the post. 

In general, the health of the Boarders in the different 
recognised Hostels and Messes was reported to be good. 


STUHENTS’ WELPAEE DEPAETMENT 

During the year 1940 the health of the students in the 
following institutions was examined by the Medical Board 
attached to the Committee : —

The total number of students examined during the year 
by the department was 2,869 ^up to 18th December, 1940) — 
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number of school students 2,106, number of college students 
525 and girl students 238, the total number of students 
examined so far by the Committee being 45,039. 

Each student examined was supplied with a report on 
the state of his health. A copy of the report was forwarded 
to the institution concerned for information and a third 
copy was preserved^ in the department for reference and 
investigation. 

470 students were re-examined,- and of these 185 were 
kept under observation. Arrangements were also made 
for X*ray examination in 7 cases, urine examination in one 
case, sputum in one case and special dental treatment in 
3 cases. The cost was borne by the department. 

Arrangements for treatment of dental defects and diseases 
at concession rates for students recommended by the depart- 
ment were continued with Mr. Bipinbehari Boy, M.B., 
FE.E.S., M.E.A.S. (London) and 22 students availed 
themselves of these arrangements during the year. 

65 students were admitted into the Students* Infirmary 
attached to the Carmichael Medical College Hospitals, 
Belgiichia. 23 students were also referred to the visiting 
officers of the different out-door dispensaries attached to 
the Carmichael Medical College Hospitals, Belgachia. 
Arrangements were continued during the year for Dark- 
room examination of vision of the students suffering from 
defective ej e-sight at the Students' Welfare Office by 
Ophthalmic Surgeons, one of whom remained in attendance 
at this clinic on all working days between 1 p.m. and 4 p.rn. 
The total number of students who attended this clinic during 
tbe jear was 572 and the total number of examinations 
paade in this connection was 1031. 125 pairs of glasses 

were supplied to indigent students by the Department free 
of cost, and 180 students were granted glasses at a concession 
rate during the jear. 

Tbe Honorary Secretary visited the Bankura Christian 
College in March, 1940, to report on the arrangements 
made there by the college authorities for the health education 
of the students attending the College. He reported 
that the necessary tequirements for recognition of a local 
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Students* Welfare Committee at Bankura had been satisfied. 
The Students* Welfare Committee made a token grant of 
Es. 300 to the Principal of the College for furtherance of 
health education at Bankura. 

The use of the epidiascope and the cinema projector as also 
the services of the operators of the department were frequent- 
ly requisitioned by and lent to other departments of the 
University and other public institutions. 

The scheme for determining the nutritive food values 
of Bengali cooked dishes to help the Committee in devising 
suitable dietaries for the Bengalee students was carried on 
during the year, the work being conducted under the direct 
supervision of Prof. Bireshchandra Guha, Str Rashbehary 
Ghpse Professor of Applied Chemistry. A special stipend 
was awarded to Mr. S. Banerjee, M.Sc., M.B. to investi- 
gate the problems of specific nutritional deficiencies with 
particular reference to vitamin requirements. 

Three University Athletic Proficiency Tests, organised 
by the Department, were held during the period from 
November, 1939 to January, 1940. 30 students from different 
colleges entered for these tests, of whom only 5 qualified for 
the Bronze Badge and one for the Silver Badge standard. 

It was also decided to introduce a similar series of tests 
called the Gymnastic Proficiency Tests for students who 
are not athletically minded. 

The sixth Inter-Collegiate Swimming Competition, orga- 
nised by the Committee, was held on the 27th September, 
1940, at the Cornwallis Square tank. 21 candidates from 
6 different colleges entered for the Competition, and 3 college 
teams entered for the event Medley Relay. Eev. Allan 
Cameron, M.A., B.D., Principal, Scottish Church College, 
Calcutta, presided on the occasion and Mrs. Cameron gave 
away the prizes. The “ Vice-Chancellor’s Cup ** presented 
by Mr. N. N. Bhose, B.A. (Cantab.), Barrister-at-Law, 
for College Championship, was awarded to the Vidyasagar 
College as the winner for the year 1940. 22 silver and bronze 

badges were also awarded to students for meritorious perfor- 
mances^under different events. 

The Committee have also made all arrangements for the 
award of the Debendranath-Hemlata Gold Medal for the 
year 1940. 
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For affording facilities to students for participation in 
major games and athletics for proper training and guidance 
the Committee opened training centres in Cricket, Tennis, 
and Athletics at the Calcutta University Playground on the 
Maidan. A Grounds-Committee was formed and different 
Committees of Management were appointed by the Students' 
Welfare Committee for making necessary arrangements for 
training. Admission to the training centres was limited to 
students recommended by the aflSliated colleges for training 
and additional nutrition was supplied to every member 
attending the training centre. 

The University ground was utilised to its fullest capacity. 
During the period, from November, 1939, to February, 1940, 
the Grounds-Committee had not only to arrange for the simul- 
taneous running of training centres for Cricket, Tennis and 
Athletics of the Students’ Welfare Committee, but had also 
to provide for the holding of Cricket and Athletic fixtures 
of the Calcutta University Cricket Club, the Post-Graduate 
Departments and the University Law College. 

During the period, from March, 1940, to May, 1940, arrange- 
ments were made for the simultaneous running of Cricket and 
Tennis training centres and for the holding of hockey 
fixtures of (1) the Calcutta University Hockey Club, 

(2) the Post-Graduate Departments, (3) the Calcutta Uni- 
versity Law College, (4) the Indian School Sports Associa- 
tion, Calcutta, and (5) the Indian School Sports Association, 
Bengal. 

In addition to these regular activities, the Grounds- 
Committee was also called upon to lend the use of the 
ground to (1) Ripon College, (2) Asutosh College, 

(3) Calcutta Medical College and (4) Indian School 
Sports Association, 24-Pargana8, for holding their 
sports and to St. Xavier’s College, St. Paul’s College, 
Carmichael Medical College, Indian Hockey Association 
and the Calcutta University Professors* Club for holding 
Hockey and Cricket matches. It may be mentioned 
that the Inter-University Cricket Match against the 
Aligarh Muslim University was played on this ground on 
the 2nd and the 3rd January, 1940, the first occasion when 
the Calcutta University held an Inter-varsity Cricket fixture 
on its own ground. 

4 
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Tbe Calcutta University Tennis training classes were 
started on the University Playground on the Maidan from 
2nd February, 1940, and continued till April, 1940, under the 
direct and personal i-u| ervision of Mr. S. J. Matthews, the 
official coach to the Bengal Lawn Tennis Association, who 
was appointed to train the students. The number of 
classes held during the year was 25 with a total attendance 
of 300, giving an average of 12 per day. 

In Cricket, arrangements' were made to put up practice- 
nets on the regular pitch prepared for the purpose, for three 
days a week from November, 1939, to February, 1940, 
and from February, 1940, to April, 1940, arrangements were 
made to continue practice on a matting wicket outside the 
Hockey field for five days in the week. 

In Athletics, arrangements were made to provide facilities 
for training in all track and field events. Separate 
classes were held for Javelin and Discus throws in the 
morning. 

The Committee also arranged for the medical examina- 
tion of 51 candidates for Indian Air Force, selected by the 
Secretary, University Appointments and Information 
Board. 


CALCUTTA UNIVERSITY ATHLETIC CLUB 

The year 1940 will be remembered as a good year for 
the Calcutta University Athletic Club because of the great 
triumph their Cricket team achieved in defeating the Aligarh 
University team by an innings and 49 runs in a two-day Inter- 
University friendly Cricket Match held in Calcutta. Aligarh 
as a side were equal in strength to most provincial Cricket 
teams and the Calcutta University team proved their all- 
round superiority. 

In the Inter-University friendly Basket-ball and Volley- 
ball played at Allahabad, Calcutta University beat Allahabad 
University in Basket-ball by 47 points to 7, but lost to the 
latter in Volley-ball, tbe score being 15-11, 7-15, 11-16. 
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In the All-India Inter-Univereity Football Tournament 
♦he Calcutta University team reached the final stage by 
defeating all the other Universities in the East zone and 
was awaiting the other finalist but to the great disappoint- 
ment of the Calcutta University team the final game was 
not played. 

The Final of the Inter-Collegiate Cricket Tournament 
between the Presidency College and the Scottish Chdrch 
College resulted in a win for the former College by 13 runs. 
In the Inter-Collegiate Tennis Final the Presidency College 
beat Post-graduates by two matches to one. Inter-Collegiate 
League and Knock-out in Football and Hockey were also nin 
very efficiently. 

CALCUTTA UNIVERSITY ROWING CLUB 

The City College having joined the club this year the 
number of cdlleges affiliated to the club is now ten. It is 
expected that St. Paul’s, Ripon and Bangabasi Colleges will 
now join the club and maintain a rowing section in their 
athletic departments. About 150 members obtained training 
in the club, of whom 28 came from the Presidency College 
alone. 

Regattas: The University sent a crew to the All-India 
Regatta held in March in Madras under the auspices of the 
Amateur Rowing Association of the East. Our pair with 
an average weight of Qi st. beat the Madras and Pojna 
pair with 13 st. average weight and were runnersmp. 

The Varsity crew did well indeed considering the light 
weight of our young boys and lack of experience in the 
rough choppy water of the Adyar River against strong head 
winds and heavy weights of our opponents, most of whom 
had the experience of rowing in English Waters. 

The Club organised a race in fours and sculls in May last 
to encourage the junior members. 

The real activities of the Club began after the summer 
vacation when preparation commenced for the Inter- 
Collegiate League and Knock-out regattas which were 
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organised before the Pujas. Ten Colleges participated in tho 
competition and Asutosh College and Presidency College 
'won the League and Knock-out trophies respectively. 

In the Head of the Lake , Regatta held in December oui 
Junior Fours defeated the Calcutta Rowing Club and the 
Lake Club in a triangular race and won prizes. 

UNIVERSITY TRAINING CORPS 

During the year under review the Calcutta University 
Training Corps had practically no activity because the 
permanent instructional staff had been placed at the disposal 
of the newly formed Bengali Battalion and the parades had 
to bes uspended from the beginning of August to October 
inclusive. Since the re-opening of Colleges after the Pujas 
the parades have been started though the staff given on loan 
have not yet returned. This was made possible because tb» 
Area Commander was pleased to sanction the appointment of 
one Staff Sergeant Instructor for the Unit. The attendance 
since the recommencement of the parades was on the whole 
Satisfactory and the unit moved to Ranchi to hold its 
Annual camp of Exerciee on the 17th December, 1940. The 
camp was for the duration of a fortnight and the Batta- 
lion came back to Calcutta on the 1st January, 1941. 

The former Adjutant, Major F. H. Willasey-Wilsey, 
M. C. has gone back to his old Regiment and he has been 
succeeded by Major A. E. Watchorn. 

Two members of the Staff were granted Commissions 
during the year, namely, 2-Lieut. A. M. Banerjea of Nara- 
sinha Dutt College, Howrah and 2-Lieut. P. C. Purkayastha 
of St. "CXavier’s College, Calcutta. 

In November 1940, Brigadier E. B. Costin, Command- 
ing Calcutta Area, inspected the unit at work and he was 
pleased with the progress that had been made within such 
a short time. 

On the 1st December, 1940, the Unit invited all the 
guardians of the cadets, the Principals and Professors of 
different Colleges and also the University Authorities to 
witness the cadets at work. Many guardians and some 
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Principals and Professors responded to the invitation and 
were pleased to see their wards actually at work. 

The University moved for the expansion of the Unit to 
provide facilities to the students of MufiFassil Colleges to join 
the Corps and the Military Authorities acceded to their 
request on condition that the present authorised strength of 
the Unit was reached. 

Three of our Cadets, viz,, V. S. C. Bonarjee, H. Chat- 
terji and T. Ahmed were taken in the Indian Air Force as 
Commissioned Officers and one Under-Officer Mr. S. R. Sen- 
gupta of Vidyasagar College has recently been granted an 
Emergency Commission in His Majesty’s Indian Land 
Forces. 

UNIVERSITY STUDENTS’ INFORMATION BUREAU 

During the period under, review 35 applications were 
received from students and offers of admission were obtained 
on behalf of 9 students. Practical training facilities were 
not available for 3 students and 9 studt^nts did not send any 
reply to letters sent to them. Almost all the students 
abandoned the idea of proceeding to foreign countries owing 
to the Qutbreak of war. In view of the present political 
situation in Europe a number of studeirts desired to proceed 
to Japan and America for further studies but in the 
case of 10 students who applied for admission to 
Universities in Japan not a single reply had been received 
from the authorities concerned. 5 students applied for 
admission to American Universities of whom two were 
successful and the remaining cases were pending.

APPOIJS'TMEKTS AND INB’ORMATION BOARD 

The Appointments and Information Board was reconstitut- 
ed by the Syndicate on the 4th June, 1940, for a period of 
two years with effect from 1st June, 1940. During the year 
under review the activities of the Board, so far as the placing 
of graduates and under- graduates in trade, industry and 
commerce was concerned, were considerably hampered owing 
to the outbreak of ^ war. Since then the international 
situation has become more and more com[)!ex. with the 
result that the condition of trade and industry of the 
country in general is far from satisfactory. It is true 
that those industries which supply materials for wa^ 
purposes have received a great impetus but as they require 
mainly trained men, the Board did not derive much benefit 
on acepunt of the expansion of those industries. It may 
not be out of place to mention that the Oxford Uni- 
versity Appointments Board, the oldest of its kind in the 
world, having been established in 1899, could not also 
escape from ihe adverse effects of the war conditions. 
In 1939 the Oxford University Appointments Boaid .could 
secure only 77 appointments in business and industry and 
it is recorded in the report of the Board that ‘‘ the decrease 
from the last year naturally reflects the conditions of the 
year, recruitment of men of University leaving age having 
practically ceased from September onwards.” 
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At the end of the period under review the number of 
business houses co operating with the Board rose to 184 as 
compared to 170 in 1939, 99 in 1938 and 10 in 1937. The 
reason why the Board has been able to earn the confidence 
of employers within a very short period of its existence were 
stated by the Bengal Chamber of Commerce in a communi- 
cation to the Government of Bengal. The Chamber observed 
that the Calcutta University system has commended itself 
and has achieved support because the procedure of registra- 
tion, scrutiny, grading and selection has been openly laid 
down to meet the requirements of commercial, industrial and 
trading concerns and because the high standard demanded 
by the latter has been conscientiously maintained.” Apart 
from the assistance given by business houses whose co- 
operation is mainly responsible for the expansion of the 
activities of the Board in various directions, some of the 
departments of the Government of India have also for the 
first time agreed to consult the Board in the matter of their 
recruitment. 


In respect of registering under-graduates it has been 
decided by the Board to consult different afiBliated colleges 
whenever there would be any occasion for the University to 
recommend names of suitable candidates. The number of 
applications received for registration and the number regis- 
tered are given in the following table : —

In the month of March, 1940, the Board came in touch 
with the Air Head^quarters, Government of India. As 
a result, the Headquarters decided to consult the 
Board in the matter of recruitment of Commissioned 
Officers both for General Duties (Pilot and Observer) and 
for Adminstrative and Special Duties Branch of the Indian 
Air Force, which is now being expanded. Elaborate steps 
were taken by the Board for the selection of candidates and 
arrangements were made so that this opportunity might be 
taken advantage of by mufassil students. 

The Federal Public Service Commission regularly sent 
<jopies of notices regarding vacancies to be filled up and the 
various competitive examinations conducted by them. As 
in the previous years the Board issued circulars containing 
detailed information regarding different competitive exami- 
nations conducted by the Commission for recruitment to 
Civil as well as Military services, to all the affiliated Colleges 
in the provinces of Bengal and Assam. The object of issu 
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ing such circulars was to draw the attention of eligible candi- 
dates who might wish to appear at the aforesaid examina- 
tions. 

In the latter part of February, 1940, the Employment 
Adviser to the Government of Bengal approached different 
Chambers of Commerce and Trades Associations in Calcutta 
enquiring whether the member firms belonging to those 
Associations would agree to consult the Government agency 
whenever they would have opportunities of offering employ- 
ment or training. It was further stated that Govern- 
ment proposed to open a Register which would include all 
who were Matriculates and above and also such non- 
Matriculates as possessed special technical qualifications. 
Government expressed the hope that the Chambers of Com- 
merce and Trades Asso iations would not refuse co-operation 
merely on the ground that they had already an arrangement 
with the Calcutta University Appointments Board. 

In reply, the Ben^^al Chamber of Commerce stated that 
the system of recruitment through the Calcutta University 
Appointments Board “ has justified itself solely on the 
grounds of its ease and efficiency fiom tie point of 
view of employer. Its continuance depends entirely on 
the maintenance of the high standaid vhich has 
been set and which has so far been upheld in the vast 
majority of cases. Those who have made use of the Uni- 
versity Appointments Board and whose experience of the 
system has been favourable will doubtless wish to continue 
doing so, and the Chamber Committee see no reason to 
recommend any interference with an ariangement which 
has worked so satisfactorily. The medium of the University 
Appointments Board extends only to the recruitment of 
certain classes of employees. The system is recognised 
throughout the world and there is no apparent reascn why, 
as in other countries, the Government of BengaUs scheme 
and the University’s already established Appointments 
Board should not operate concurrently. It would be to the 
advantage of employers and to the advantage of the province 
as a whole that a working arrangement should be entered 
into The Chamber’s view is that, as there is ample scope 
for both .schemes, the Universities should restrict their 
activities to the placing in employment of graduates and 
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under-graduates and that the Government scheme, in so far 
as it applies to the educated classes, should confine itself to 
Matriculates and non-Matriculates. The Chamber recom- 
mended that an arrangement on these lines should form the 
subject of a conference between Government and the Uni- 
versity. Such an arrangement, it was stressed, would be 
welcomed by the trade and industrial interests which the 
Chamber represented. It was pointed out further that 
‘‘ from the point of view of the commercial and industrial 
interests connected with the Chamber the first essential is 
that there should be a clear-cut working arrangement 
between Government and the University. ” The Bengal 
Chamber of Commerce also informed Government that 
the opinion expressed by it in the matter of demarcation of 
activities between the Government Agency and the Univer- 
sity Appointments Board was also the opinion of the Indian 
Jute Mills Association, Indian Tea Association, Indian Engi- 
neering Association, and the Indian Paper Makers’ Associa- 
tion, to whom Government wrote separately on the subject. 

The Bengal National Chamber of Commerce, the 
Indian Chamber of Commerce, the Indian Mining Federa- 
tion and the Bengal Mill-Owners’ Association also suggested 
demarcation of activities of the Employment Adviser and 
the University Appointments Board. At the request of 
diderent Chambers and Associations, the Government 
pioposal was carefully con'^jidered by the Board. It was 
decided that in view of the suggestion made by the 
different Chambers and Associations, the Board, while 
retaining its freedom to pursue its policy and activities, would 
be prepared to agree to the proposal that the Government of 
Bengal should deal with cases of Matriculates and non- 
Matriculates. The cases of those who have passed the Inter- 
mediate or higher examinations must, however, be left entirely 
in charge of the University Appointments Board. The Board 
also signified its willingness to have a discussion with the 
Government of Bengal on the subject with a view to arriving 
at a working agreement on the lines already indicated. 

UNIVEPSITY PRESS 

The University Press and the Book Depot were removed 
to the new premises during the year under review. 
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A sum of Es. 61,736 was sanctioned in July, 1939, for 
purchasing new machineries. These machineries were due 
early in 1940, hut excepting the Monotype machine which 
arrived in time, no other machine could be procured due to 
the outbreak of war. The Monotype machine has been 
working satisfactorily since its installation. 

The number of pages printed in Text-Books and Original 
works was 10,696 and the number of pages in Calendars, 
Minutes, Proceedings, etc., was 7,104 — as against pages 
13,733 and 11,706 respectively of the previous year. This 
appreciable decrease in outturn was due mainly to the fact 
that fresh composition was stopped for a period of two 
months or so and all productive hands were engaged in 
making preliminary arrangements which were considered 
necessary for the removal of the Press. A list of works 
printed in the University Press as also of the works which 
were printed in outside presses is given in the Appendix.

Statement of Research Work in the Post-Graduate 
Department in Arts, 1940 

1. ARTS 

During the year 1940, the Department of Post-Graduate Teaching in Arts 
continued its research activities in various branches of knowledge. A succinct 
account of the original iavestip^ations in which teachers and research students of 
the Department were engaged is given below : — 

Enghth 

Dr M. M. Bhattachatyya and Mr. J. N. Sen carried on investigations in 
Shftkespearean Studies. Mr. P. R. Sen devoted himself to Oriya Literature. 
Thomas Hardy and the novels of Bankimchandra formed the themes of Mr. 
A. K. Sen and Cynewulf that of Dr. S K. Das. Mr. N. M. Chatterjee published 
“ Letters from Earth.’* Mr. K. C. Mukberjee wrote a disquisition on 
“ Aristotle’s Theory of Poetry.” Dr. I. H. Zuberi dealt with the metaphysical 
poetry of the 17th century and the influence of Donne on post* War poetry. Mr. 
S. C Sen wrote on ” Aspects of Recent English Picton.” Calcutta and English 
Literature, Cowper and Bacon attracted the attention of Mr. R. K. Daggupta. 

Sanskrit 

Pandit Vidhusekhara Bhattacharyya is editing Asanga’s Yogacarabhumi 
and the Agama Sastra. The Asutosh Sanskrit Series is making headway and 
progress is also being maintained in Tibefau lore through the zeal of Messra, 
Anukulchandra Banerji, Durgadas Mukherji and Lama Lobzang Mingyur 
Dorji. MM. Sitaram Sastri devoted himself to Vedic studies, MM. Ananta 
Krishna Sastri and Pandit Asoknath Sastri to the Vedanta, MM. Phanibhushan 
Tarkabagish and Pandit Panchanan Tarkabagish to JVt/aya and Pandit Srijib 
Nyayatirtha to the Saida Doctrine. Philoloj^y, Grammar and Bundbistic Studies 
claimed the attention of Dr. Mauoinohan Ghosh and Dr. Batakrishna Ghosh, 
Social literary history that of Dr. J. B. Chaudhury, and Legal Literature that of 
Dr. Amareswar Thakur and Pandit Krishnagopal Goswami. Iconography^ 
History and Archaeo’ogy fo'-nd assiduous workers in Mr. J. Banerjce, Dr. H. C. 
Ray and Mr. K. G. Goswami. 

Pah 

Dr. Barua is specialising in Vanayana Literature aud Aaokan Epigraphy 
and edited an important Inscription of EsHtern Bengal. D.^. N. Dutt is dealing 
with Buddhist Schools and Sanskrit Buddhist Texts, while Mr. D. L. Barua is 
compiling a Dictionary of Prakrit Inscriptions. Mr. N. N. Dasgupta is explor- 
ing political and literary history and throwing light on gome of the out- 
standing figures of Kanauj and Bengal. 

Arabic and Persian 

Professor M. Z. Siddiql is dealing with Hadith Literature and editing a 
History of Herat. 

Modern Indian Languages 

Professor K. N. Mitter is editing the Sree Krishna Vijay and the poema of 
Vidyapsti. Progress is also being made in the preparation of an Anthology 
of Vaisbnava Poetry. Pandit S. N. Sharma elucidated Hindi Literatme, 
while the Religion and Language of Orissa claimed the attention of 
Messrs. Mabeswar Das and Binajak Misra. Dr. T, Dasgupta devoted 
1 imself to Ni^rayan Dev’s Padma Puran and Manik Datta’s Chandi Mangal^ 
Mr. 'Viavapati Cbaudhuri to the Novels of Rabindranath and Mr. Mrinala 
Sarbadhikari to Madhusudan. The History of Bengali Literature engaged 
the attention of Mr. M. N. Basu and Buddhist influence on Early Bengali

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Literature 'was dealt with by Dr. Saiibhushau Dasgapta. Mr. J. M. 
Bhattacbaryya is editing Ketukadas— KshemanaQia's Manasa Mangal. 
Short story writer* formed the theme of Mr. N. Chakravarti and the Lauguage 
of Vidyapati that of Mr J. N. Ghosh. 

Comparattve Philology 

Professor 8. K. Chatberji edited the V arnaratnakara iu collaboration with 
Pandit Babua Misra and carried on researches in Indian Ijinguistics and 
Etymology* the results of which are embodied in a Presidential Address and 
various publications. Dr. Sukiioiar Sen elucidaoed Middle Indo- Aryan 
Grammar, Bengali Literature and Old Persian In-cnptions, while Mr. K, C. 
Chatterji devoted his attention to Sanskrit Gramojar and the romance of 
Subandhu. Mr. B. B. Raychaudhun dealt with the Eastern Apahhramta 
and the language of certain Dohas. 

History and Ancient Indian History and Culture 

The year under review saw the publication of the Proceedings of the Third 
Session of the Indian History Congress which include a large number of articles 
from the pen of teachers and students of the Department of History and Ancient 
Indian History and Culture. 

Professor Baychaudhuri contributed several papers embodying the results of 
his investigations in political, religious and institutional history and ancient 
geography. Administration claimed the attention of Dr N. C. Banerjee and the 
History of the Supren.e Couit that of Dr. I. Banerji. Mr. T. Chakravarti 
incorporated the results of bis investigations in recent history in “ India’s 
Demand for a Constituent Assembly,” Dr. N. K. Sinha dealt with Hjder Ali 
and Dr. HabibuHah with the rulers of Delhi in the Pre-Mughal Period. The 
Administrative Papers of Elphinstone and Records regarding Ban Rao II claimed 
the attention of Dr. P. C. Gupta. Dr. N. C. Roy elucidated the “ Pederal System 
of the United States ” and contributed shorter treatises on several subjects of 
interest at the present moment. Mr. N. 0. Sinha investigated the History of 
Education. 

Art claimed the attention of Professor Suhrawardy, Dr. Kramnsch, Dr. Nag, 
Dr N. Ray, Mr. D. P Ghosh and Mr. S. Saras wati Dr Bagchi dealt with the 
Tantra'^, Dr. H. C. Ray’s contributions covered a wide fieid including letters of 
Tipu Bultan, the Baghaura Inscription, the Line of Krithna Gupta, Bhoja 
Saccaritanataka , Surjjanacanta Mahakavya, and Five India Office Letters. 
Studies relating to Malaysia, Siam> Indo China, Java and Burma claimed the 
attention of Dr. Nag and Dr. N. Ray. The latter explored also the Social, 
Administrative and Cultural History of Bengal. The History of this province 
18 also being dealt with by Dr B. C. Sen. Mr, J. N Banarji contributed 
.papers on Indian Numismatics ond is bringing out a volume of Hindu Iconography. 
Dr. D. C Sircar is specialising in Epigrapbic studies, besides contributing papers 
on diverse subjects of historical and cultural interest. Mr S. Chatterjee is 
utilising epigrapbic data for the elucidation of Hindu Geography. 

Philosophy 

The sphere of this Department expanded during the year under review and 
its activities embraced critical reviews and dissertation on a variety of subjects. 
Jama epistemology and “Value consciousness” formed the themes of Mr. 
H. M. Bhattacharyya and ‘ ’^ruth in its moral Aspect” that of Mr. A. M. 
Ray. '* Poetry, Monads and Society ” received treatment at the hands of Mr. 
H. Kabir. Dr. S. C. Chatterji wrote on the ** Relation of the Knower and 
the Known,” “ Alexander’s Conception of God ” and of Space Time, and 
“ Freud on the Future of Religion. ” Dr. S. K. Maitra contributed critical 
reviews of Dr. Bhagavandas’s “ Essential Unity of Religions” and “ Sanatan 
Dharma. “ 

Economics and Commerce 

A number of problems connected with taxation, banking, business statistics 
And cottage industries engaged the attention of the Departments of Economics 
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tind Cotninerce. Profess ir J. P. Niy)gj du'alt with Financial Planning and 
Business Enterprise in India. Dr. J. G. Sinha contributed papers on Indian 
Cottage Industries and Economic Condition of the Ceded Districts of Madras* 
Dr. S. K Basil pab ia'ipd articles on Recent Developments in Central Banking* 
Dr. H. C. Sinlia dealt with statistics and the results of his study are embodied 
in the*' Role of Mathematics in Economics Statistics'' and ** Economics and 
Business Statistics ” Principles of Taxation {Kara Niti) formed the theme of 
Mr. A. Sen 

Pure Mathematics 

The research activities of this Department concerned mainly Algebra and 
Geometry, but the Theory of Complex Functions, Philosophy of Mathematics 
and Theory of Numbers also received attention Professor F. W. Levi delivered 
six public lectun s o i Finite Geomatrica and their application to statistics. 
The Professor and Mr B )se collaboiated in Geometrical investigations in Ghooiii. 
An important de velopment of the year is i he formation of a group of research 
workers including Messrs. S. N. Roy, A. C. Choiidhury. M. A Jabbar, B. C. 
Chttterjee, G. B Das, M. N. Ghosh, bh. Hossein and Miss Abha Mitra. 


II. SCIENCE 
Applied Mathematics 

The research woik in this Department has been earned on oy the staff as 
well as by the research students. Prof. N. R. Sen in collaboration with his 
research scholars is working on problems of Theoretical Astro-Physics. They 
have undertaken a systematic study of the stellar structure iu the light of Betho’s 
new theory of Energy generation. 

Messrs. H. K. Ganguli and B. C. Mookerjee, research seboUrs are working 
on Cosmology and on gentral theory of Relativity. 

Mr. S. K. Chakrsbarty, part-time Lecturer of this Department, has been 
working on Nuclear Theoiy and has completed his , work on the probLm of the 
Deutron. 

Drs. K. N. Bose and S. Ghosh have been working on Atomic Physics and 
on problems on the Theory of Elasticity respectively and have published several 
papers in these lines. 

Physics 

Prof, M. N. Saha in collaboration with his research students was organising 
the work of Nuclear Physics and Cosmic rays in the Palit Laboratory and 
published their results in Proc. Nat. Inst. Sc.^ Vol. 6. Dr. Dasgupta and 
Mr. Bhaitacharyya determined the life of tlie Mesotron by four different methods 
and published their results in the above Journal. Dr. 8. C. Sircar, another 
research assistant to Prof. Saha, published his criticism on the “ Rauian- 
Nilkanthan Effect ” which not only received good attention fiom the press 
but his views were independently endorsed by Sir William Bragg, President 
of the Royal Society. Dr. Sircar also have studied the light scattering by 
optical glasses of special quality and the results have some bearing on the so- 
called ** Krishnan Effect.” 

In ” Nuclear Physics ” some apparatus for detection of feeble /8*activity 
and for separation of Isotopes by the method of thermal diffusion have been 
designed and completed. 

An interesting article on ” Physics in Aid of Medicine ** was published by 
Prof. Saba and Mr. P. K. Senchaudhuri in Science and CuHnret Vol. 6. 

Messrs. Ray and Kundu were appointed scholars for researches on the 
manufacture of Vacuum and Compression pumps. 

Mr. K. N. Ghosh is working under the supervision of Prof. Saha and is 
carrying out researches in Air Conditioning in the Palit Laboratory. 

Prof. S. K. Mitra and his collaborators are engaged in the experimental 
investigations on the Ionosphere but their work has to be stopped by the cancella- 
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tioD of the transmitting license by the Government of India. Theoretical inves- 
tigaticns on the absorption of radio waves in the E-region of the Ionosphere haa 
been concluded. The results generally confirm the viewr that the atmosphere at 
the height of F-region is at a high temperature (1200-2000® K). Difterent 
experiment in the difierent directions in connection with Ionosphere have been 
carried*out v^ith success. 

Investigations on the design and construction of the Loud Speaker are being 
continued. 

Large number of papers on topics like Wireles broad, casting, peretration of 
thin layers, early iroming variation of Ionisation and the true height of the F- 
region of the Ionosphere, etc., have been published from this laboraior> by Drs. 
H. Kakshit and J. N. Bharand Mr. S. P. Ghosh and other research scholars 
working under Prof. Mitra. 

Prof. B. B. Rsy, Khaira Professor of Physics, with his collaborators engaged 
himself in the study of the properties of Selenium both in crystallne and amor- 
phous form by X-ray diffraction method and the dependence of band spacing on 
partible size was experimentally demonstrated. Properties of liquid '•eienium 
at different temperatures were sti died by thent. Similarly super-cooled liquid 
sulphur was piepared in the laboratory and il^ nature ntudied by the X ray 
method, fiimilsr nature of element TeJlurium in the solid, liquid and colloidal 
state was also investigated. Amongst >ther thiD'- s, K-spectra of the elements 
ranging from llNa to 15P have been investigated and it lias been debnitely found 
that the present theories are inadequate for the explanations of the shape of the 
band and Prof. Ray attempted to explain the thing from a new standpoint of 
view. 

Applied Physict 

Daring the year under review, the different sections of the Department, 
besides oouducting a number of useful researches in various branches of Applied 
Physios and Electrical Engineering and publishing 8 3ve*ral papers, have carried 
out successfully many development and manufacturiug works. 

In the Measurement Section, investigations have been conducted on the 
iuitability of Indian vegetable oils as lubricants and insulants for electric 
purposes and also their di-electric constants have been successfully studied by 
Mr. C. S. Ghish and Dr. Mahanti of the Department. 

In the Instrument Engineering Section, researches have been conducted 
on the design of vibration tachometers and a semi-automatic machine for 
engraving meter scales. Dr. Mahanti was also successful in designing a new 
moving-iron type switch-board ammeters and voltmeters. It is interesting to 
note that Prof. P. N. Ghosh has designed a spicial apparatus for the teaching of 
the Blind. 

Mr. S P. Chakrabarti and his co-workers have tackled with success many 
important investigations on loud-speakers and also on the “ Wide band-pass 
effect” in crystal resonatorp, and developed high-frequency crystal filters for 
television. From the funds available from the Bengal Industrial Board, the 
Department has designed on a semi-commercial scale, fixed and variable con- 
densers, etc. The spectra of a few diatomic oxide and halide molecules have 
also been investigated by Messrs. Sen and Mahanti. In the Applied X-ray 
Section, a special X-ray equipment has been designed and constructed under 
the supervision of Prof. P. N. Ghosh. 

Chemistry 

In the Palit Laboratory, Prof. P. C. Mitter and Mr. S. Mukherjee continued 
their work on Ala uric acid. Prof. Mitter and his research scholars published 
eeveral papers on (1) Cyclopentane acids, (2) Selenic acid and also on (3) Cyclo- 
pentane di-carbon acids. They are also successful in the synthesis of some 
degradation products of the resin olivil. A considerable progress has been made 
also in the synthetic investigations on the degradation products of Bile acids and 
Sex Hormones, etc.. Part I or Part 11. 
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Prof J. N. Mookerjee, Oh '^80 Profesior of Chemistry, with his co-workers 
engaged bimseJf in the following lines of researches : — 

(a) Adsorption— 

(1) with activated charcoal and 

(2) silk Fibroin. 

(1) Investigations on soils and soil colloids carried out with the financial 
help of the Tmpsrial Couneil of Agriculture. 

(c) Investigations on Viscous and Electro-chemical properties of oil-well 
drilling mii'lH 

(d) Researches on Problems connected with sericulture. 

Prof. Mocker jee with his research scholar, Mr. B B. Majumdar is investi- 
gatiug the piopertiesof some mineful cils obtained from different places, under 
the scheme of Research financed by the Napier Paint Woiks. 

Dr. H. P. Mitra, Messrs A. K. Mitia, H K Acharyya, B. C. Chditter:ee, 
K. C. Ghosh, S N. Bagcln and otlirr lestarch scholars, either jointly wish 
Prof. Mocker jee or indepen*iently uniler the giiidai ce of the Professor, published 
as many as 10 papeis duiing tiie period under review. 

Mr. S. N Mookerjee, Assistant Lecturer in ('hemistry, with Messrs N.»K. 
Sirkar and K. B. Ghosh , ergaged himself in the study of the vanatitms 
in iLe properties (*f nucleic and arable acid solutions with concentrations and 
had published 3 papers whicli weie read before the Indian Science Congress 
Association, Session 1940 

Prof. P. Ray, Khaira Professor of Chemistry, in vest i/^ated amongst others 
the follow nir special topics in the ^ear under review, namely, 

1. Copper Biguanidine 

2. Nickel Plienyl biguanidines and their cistrans Isomers 

3 Complex compounds of Biguanide with Ti rvalent metals 

4. Micro-determination of zinc in snake venoujs. 

He also pent a note in the Journal of Indian Chemical Society on the 
Reactions and Exchange of Active lodi* e in Inoiganic system 

Dr. S. G Cliaudhuri has made sonic theoretical investigations on the 
conductivity of strong electrnljftes, on the theory of indicators and on the 
dentation of Ostwald’s dilution law ard cn sirail*»r otlier probleraa in this 
year. 

Dr. P. K. Bose, made, as in previous year, a systematic investigation of 
medicinal and other economical Indian Plants and published six interesting 
papers dealing with their special properties. 

Under the auspices of the Board of Scientific and Indnstiial Research, he 
carried out special investigations on synthetic drugs, etc., and in this connection 
his note on the synthetic method for the man f.irture of “ Albiicid,” which is 
a specific against acute gonorrhoea, deserves a special mention. 

Applied Chemisity 

In Applied Chemistry, Prof. B. 0. Guha and his co-workers were engaged 
in the problems of Industrial fermentation of molasses for the production of 
citric, oxalic, gluconic and acetic acids, and acetone and butyl alcohol. They 
also devoted themselves to the suidy of Rod tecdmology . such as nutrition and 
vitamin prohlen 8 and also to scveiul other important industrial problems and 
have published more than 10 papeis in this direction. 

Dr. Goswaini and his co-workers pub'ished also some ten papers on 
probbms like Plastics, industr.al <arbon, synthGio perfume, sweating of 
soaps, etc. 

Mr. B. C. Ray and his co* workers worked on the preparation of phenolphthal- 
Bin, several dye-stuffs from coal, etc. 

Dr. Dasgupta Btudied the manufacture of hydrogen peroxide, ammoniom 
Bulph ate, recovery of coal-gas sulphur from coal and also investigated with 
BUcoeBB the preparation of Hyhto salts from rejected plaster of paria moulds. 
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Dr. Qhoah continued his studies on Haemolysin of cobra venom and also 
Boameo in snake venoms and found some very interesting results. 

Psychology 

The bignificant part played by interest in the results f)f Intelligence testa 
has been discussed by Prof. G. Bose. Under bis direction the workers of the 
Applied Section has made considerable progress in the standardisation of various 
tests for vocational guidance. The work of standardisation of group Intelligence 
tests in Bengali has been continued by Mr. S. Sinha. 

For Word Association Test Mr M. N. Banerjee has prepared a list of words 
that he has found helpful in the detection of accident proneness and of tempera* 
mental qualities, such as also entroversion and extroversion, as well as stability 
and unstability of character. The phenomenon of mental conflict in early child- 
hood has been studied by Mr. H. P. Maiti. With the co-operation of some 
Post-Graduate students, Dr. S. C. Mitra has been investigating the causes of 
aesthetic appreciation of form, colour, etc., and Dr. G. Pal has been analysing 
the factors operating in the comparison of stimuli of varying intensity. Mr. M. 
Ganjjulv has introduced improvements in the Campimeter devised by him. The 
ways of sublimation of instincts and certain aspects of criminals* mind have 
been di-cuased by Mr. M Samanta and Mr. A. Datta, respectively. Dr R. 
G" 0 ^h has considered the problems of ^ interviewing ’ and ‘ career choosing." 
The qnestton of specificity of personality traits has been the subject of study by 
Ml. vS K Bose. 

The Jubilee Research Prize has been awarded to Mr. 8. Ray of the Applied 
Seel ion toi his reseirches in vocational psychology. The comparative merit of 
several Vocabulary tests tias been discussed by Mr. D. Gauguli in the light of 
observational data. Mr. K C. Mookerjee has suggested a technique of treating 
qualitative data in quantitative terms. 

Geology 

Mr. N. N. Ohatterjee published several papers and also communicated his 
investigations on topics like Domestic coke, Methods of coal analysis, Sulphur 
in covl, Chemical contributiou of coal, etc., to Indian Science Congress and 
National Institute of Science. 

Mr. Chatterjee in collaboration with Mr. B. C. Chakravarty resrt a paper on 
“ Blending and Swelling of some Indian Coals ” at the Science Congress session 
at Madras. 

Mr S. K. Ray investigated on the Kalirapong genesis and associated rocks, 
while Mr. H. Nandi, a research scholar, carried on investigation on * Metaraor- 
phic rooks of Patkum.’ 

Physiology 

As various iiustruraents of precision have been acquired slowly, the depart- 
ment could not properly undertake any important research work during the 
period. Inspite of this disadvantage, Mr. Anilhhusan Sengupta continued 
the Histological portion of his investigation under the guidance of Dr B. B. 
Sarker. Mr. P B. Sen was engaged in the investigation of haemostatic pro- 
perties of some indigenous drugs. The woik of Mr. Sen on vitamin C has been 
communicated to Nature, this year. 

Botany 

Prof. S. P. Agharkar as Hony. Secretary prepared a report of the Soil Con- 
servation and Afforestation Sub-Committee under the auspices of the National 
Planning Committee. Mr. S. K. Mookerjee under the guidance of Prof. 
Agharkar was engaged on a monographic study of the genus Mangifera 
(mango), and analysed samples receive i from Java, Singapore, Manilla, Cal- 
cutta and Debra Dun and from other herbaria. 

Mr. T. C. Roy has published a note on ** A preliminary study on orange 
rot. ” 
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Mr. I. BanerTee, in collaboration with his students, pobliahed several papers 
on the morphology and cytology of Carthanua tmctorious and also 
studied the life history of Tridan procunabeos. 

Dr. R. M. Sircnr and students working under him made further progress in 
the Physiological studies of rice and mangoes. He also worked on problems of 
man^jo storages in India and obtained some interesting results. 

Mr. S. N. Banerji completed several papers during the year under 
review, amongst which bis paper on Heigher Fungi of Bengal and Assam seems 
to be very interesting. 

Mr. A. K. Gl’osh was entrusted with a work by the Director of Geological 
Survey of India and has made a special study on the dicotyledonous leaf impres* 
siong from the Amherst District, Burma. 

Mr. P. K. Bose, Assistant of the Department, published a piper on Axial 
floral prolification and metamorphosis of stamens in a flower of Nymphoea Lotus 
Lerin. 


Zoology 

Prof. H. K. Mookerjee is continuing the work of the fishery scheme under 
the Imperial Council of Agricultural Kesesrch and published several papers 
during the period, viz., tl) Method of Oxygenation in fish culture, (2) Sex 
dimorjhium in food of carp, (3/ Culture of natural food of carp, (4) Identifica* 
tion of fry of carp. 

Besides this Applie 1 side he is also continuing his researches in Vertebrate 
Embryology as before. Messrs. D. D Mookerjee and G. K. Cbakravarty are 
continuing their researches on the morpholoiry and life-history of White Ants 
and also on the systematic studies of Round works respectively. 

Drfl. D P. Raycbaudhuri and S P. Raychaudhuri are engaged themeelvea 
in their special studies on the geuitalia of some insects and also on the cytology 
and genetics of Indian Drosophilia respectively. 

Mr. Bhaduri also publi-^hed s’^veral papers about hli investigation 
of Amphibia, etc. in this period. 

Anthropology 

Mr. K. P. Chatlopadhyay carried out investigation on yatakarrru Succession 
and Marriage rules and on the Santal Tree press. He also sect notes on Korku 
marriage rules, Santal bird traps and a Ground raft. 

Mr. M. Bope and Captain K Bose published papers on the preservation of 

wooden objects, of kokon fabrics, etc. , and also on anthropometry and blood 
types among the Bangaja Kayasthaa of Bengal and also among the Bhuiyas of 
Mayurbhanj State. 

Mr, T. C. Das continued bis work on the Purnm Knkis of Manipur and 
prepared a piper on ‘‘ Disposal by exposure among the Bathurisof Mayuthhanj 
State ” and he conducted field-work among Hinduised Bhuiyas of Mayur^^®t^i 
State. Mr, Das acted as President in the Anthropological section of 
Science Congress this year. 

Mr. J. K. Bose engaged in studying Garo Culture and collected materials 
in situ amongst the Garos of Mymensingh. 

Dr. Chatterjee has continued his researches on Nutritional problem while 
Mr. N. K. Bose has been conducting excavation work at the polaeoJitbic site 
at Kuliana in Mayurbhanj State. Besides this he published a large number of 
papers in the various Bengali journals.

BIPRADAS PALCHAUDHURI FELLOWSHIP 

The following letter waa addressed to the University in January, 1940, by 
Mr, Ranaiit Palchandhnri (Mahesguni Estate, Mahesgunj, Nadia) for the 
pnrpose of establishing a Fellowship to be called “ Bipradas Palchaudburi 
Fellowship ” : — 

** Dear Sir, 

T desire to place at the disposal of the University Government Securities cf 
the face value of Rs. 50,000 (Rupees Fifty Thousand only) for the purpose cf 
estatlishing a Fellowship to be called the Bipradas Palchaudburi Fellowship. 
The Endowment is intended for enabling the University to invite competent 
scholars from foreign countries to visit India and study, under the auspices of the 
University, ‘ Aspects of Hindu Civilisation and Culture.’ 

The endowment will be subject to the following conditions : — 

(1) The sum made over to the University shall be invested in approved 
gecurities and corpus shall always remain untouched. 

(2) The management of the fund and its application shall remain vested in a 
Board, subject to the general control of the Senate, be constituted aa 
follows : — 

The Board 


(t) The Vice-Chancellor. 

(u) The President, Post-Graduate Council in Arts. 

(fit) Two scholars to be annually nominated by the Syndicate representing 
•uch subjects as Indian Philosophy and Religion, Sanskrit, Indian History, 
Culture and Literature. 

(fc) One nominee of the Post-Graduate Council in Arts, 

{v) Two representatives nominated by the founder or his heirs. 

In the eventuality of such nomination (s) not being forthcoming within threee 
months of a vacancy, the University of Calcutta shall co-opt such reprove ntativs 
from amongst his heirs. 

The Board shall frame rules for the selection of the Fellows, who must be 
graduates from accredited Universities recognised by the [respective State. 

The nomination made by the Board shall be subject to the approval of the 
Senate. 

The Board shall lay down the conditions which will be fulfilled by the 
Fellow. 

The Fellow shall be paid such remuneration as the interest of the Endowment 
will allow supplemented by an adequate additional grant to be made by the 
Senate. It may, if convenient, also provide quarters at any of the University 
Buildings or any Hostels under its control. 

The Fellow shall ordinarily be appointed every two years and the Fellowship 
shall remain in force for a period of two years, out of which at least half the 
period should be spent at the University of Calcutta. 
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At the completion of bia studies, he must submit a full report of his investiga- 
tions in the form of a thesis to the U Diversity, which will be forwarded for publi- 
cation after approval by the Board. 


The Board will expect that the Fellow on bis return to his native country, 
will continue to maintain cultural relationship with India by means of lectures 
and publications on the subject on which he has specialised. 


After receiving intimation of the University’s acceptance of the proposal 
I shall send you the endowment.

4. As far as practicable, the members of the Board who set the papers 
shall be among those who look over the answer-papers.

The Practical examination shall consist of three parts. The first part shall 
be so conducted as to test the candidate’s general proficiency in Physical 
Experiments and Measurement. The second and third parts shall test his 
proficiency in Advanced Physical Experiments and his Practical knowledge of 
the special subjects offered by him for the fifth Theoretical paper. 

The Laboratory note-books of the candidates shall carry 20 per cent, of the 
full marks m Practical papers. They shall be inspected at frequent intervals 
and marked periodically by the teachers under whom the candidates worked at 
the different Laboratories. These marks will be considered by Examiners at 
the time of finally adjustinK the marks in each Practical test. If the Laboratory 
note-hookb are found to be unsatisfactory, the candidates will be disqualified for 
the examination. In connaction with the Practical examination there shall be 
also a special utufl roce examination of the candidate on the subject of the 
experiment, which will carry 20 per cent of the full marks allotted to that 
question. 

Candidates who have taken their B.Sc. Degree with Honours in Physics 
or Mathematics may be permitted to offer a piece of Research work in lieu of the 
fifth Theoretical paper Before such permission is granted the candidate will be 
required to produce a duly certified laboratory record and satisfy the Board of 
Higher Studies in Physics, by appearing at a Practical test or otherwise, that he 
has daring the first year’s course of sindy diligently carried out a course of 
practical work. The production of thesis will then exempt him from any 
further Prnotical examination. The maximum marks allotted to the Research 
work shall be 300, and 100 marks shall be allotted to the special viim vee 0 
examination of the candidate on the subject of his thesis.

CHAPTEE XXXVITT-A (TANNING EXAMINATION) 

The following new Chapter was inserted after Chapter XXXYIII : — 

CHAPTER XXXVIII-A 
CiRTiPiCATi IN Tanning 

1. An examination for the Certificate in Tanning shall be held annually in 
Calcutta and such other plHces as shall, from time to time, be appointed by the 
Syndicate, the approximate date to be notified in .he Calendar. 

2. Any undergraduate of the Onivt'rsity may be admitted to this examina- 
tion provided he has fulfilled the following conditions : — 

(a) That he has passed the Intermediate Examination with Physics, Che- 
mistry and Mathematics and pieferably wi*h Botany or Zoology or Biology 
as an additional subject. 


o 
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(6) That he has completed, smce passing the Intermediate Examination in 
Science, a regular cour-e of ntudy, both Theoretical and Practical, in the subject 
for the examination for three academical years in any institution affiliated to, 
or recognised by, the University for this purpose. 

Provided that candidates who have passed the B.Sc. Examination with 
Chemistry may be ext^mpted from attendinu: lectures and practical work in 
Elementary Chemistry but they shall attend lectures on Tannins, their quali- 
tative tests, classification and elemen tary notions of the constitution of Gallo- 
tannic acid. 

8. Erery candidate sent up for the examination, shall produce a certificate 
of good ctmdiict, ib) diligent study, (c) of having satisfactorily passed the 

periodical examinations of the Institution and other tests and (d) of probability 
of passmirf the examination. Every candidate shall send in his application 
with a certificate in tlie form prescribed by the Syndicate to the Registrar a 
least six weeks before the date fixed for the commencement of the examination. 

4. A fee of Rs. 26 shall be forwarded by each candidate with his application. 
A candidate who lails to pass or to present himself for the examination shall 
not be entitled to claim a refund (,f the fee A candidate who fails to pass or 
appear at the examination may be admitted to one or more subsequent exami- 
nations for the Certificate in Tanning on payment of a like fee of rupees twenty- 
five on each occasion provided he produces a certificate from the head of the 
Institution concerned, showing that he has prosecuted a re^iular course of study 
for one academical year in each of the subjects in which he is to be examined 
during the year immediately preceding the examination at which he presents 
himself. 

6. The examination shall be conducted by means of printed papers, the 
game papers being used at every place at which iho examination is held.

7. The examination shall be written and practical. 

There shall be three theoretical and four practical papers in Principles and 
Methods of Leither Manufacture, two theoretic.il an 1 two practical papeis each 
in A naly.’icil Chemistry of Lcathei Manufaclure, Elementary Chemistry, E!e 
mentarv Microscopy and Bacteriology of Leither Manufacture, and Leather 
Trades Engineering, and one theoretical paper in Elementary Book-Keeping. 

8 Bach theoretical paper shall be of three hours and shall carry 60 marks. 
Each practical papsr shall carrv 50 marks Ten per cent, of the marks in the 
practical paper shall be set apart for laboratory and tannery note-books. 

9. The examination shall bo conducted on the lines of the syllabus to be 
drawn up from time to time by the Syndicate on the recommendation of the 
Ikiard of Higher Studies in Applied Chemistry. The Paper-Setters and Exami- 
ners ahall also be appointed on the recommendation of the Board. The Board 
of Higher Studies in Applied Chemistry shall consult the heads of affiliated 
Institutions before submitting its recommendations regarding syllabus of studies 
and appointments of P * per- Setters and Examiners. The Syndicate shall also 
appoint one Examination Board to consider the result and report the same to the 
Syndicate for confirmation. 

10. Candidates will bo required to pass in the practical as well as in the 
theoretic* 1 portions of the subjects as defined in the syllabus. 
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11. As sooa as possible after the exammation the Syndicate shall pablieh 
a list of the candidates w!io have passed arranged in three classes eacl) in order 
of merit. Each successful candidate shall be given a Certificate in the form 
prescribed in Appendix A. 

12. In order to pass the examination, a candidate must obtain 33 per cent, 
of the marks in each subject. Candidates obtaining 45 percent, of the aggregate 
marks shall be placed in the Second Class and those obtaining 60 per cent, in 
the First Class. 

13. Any candidate who has failed m one aub;ect only and by not more than 
5 per cent of the full marks in that subject and has sho^n merit by gaining 50 
per cent, or moie in the aggregate of the marks of the examination, shall be 
allowed to pass. 

14. If the Examination Board is of opinion that in the case of any candidate 
not covered by the preceding regulations, consideration ought to be allowed by 
reason of his high proficiency m a parncular subject, or m the aggregate, it shall 
forward the case to the Syndicate with a definite recommendation and tlie reason 
for such recommendation. The Syndicate m.iy accept the recommendation or 
may refer the matter back to the Board for recon nderat ion.

Different types of 
unhairing and flesliing knives and beams and of unhairing and fleshing machines. 
Splitting of liides and skins and different types of splitting machines. Rounding 
of hides. 

Deliming Objects of deliming. Chemical and fermentative methods of 
deliming. Characteristics of natural bates. Manufacture of artificial bates. 
Different commercial bates and their uses. Processes of bating, puering and 
drenching and the objects of each. Seudding after deliming. 

Pickling Objects of pickling. Chemicals used and their effects on the 
pelt Process of pickling for exporting pickled hides and skins and pickling 
before chrome tanning. 

Tanning Object of tanning and principles underlying the conversion of 
raw hides and skins into leather. Different processes of tanning. 

Alum tanning or tawing Its principles and methods of manufacturing 
various kinds of commercial leather by the process, e.g., calf kid, glove kid, 
•white leather and slum dressing of fur skins. 
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Formaldehyde tanning : — Its principles and methods of manufacturing 
leather by the process. 

Oil tanning : — Its prnciples and methods of making oil tanne'l chamois 
leather. Method of making chamois leather by a combined formaldehyde and oil 
tannage. 

Chrome tanning : — Principles underlying chrome tannape. Two-bath and 
one-bath chrome tannages, their chemistry and practical methods of carrying 
out. Methods of manufacturing different varieties of commercial chrome leather, 
e.g.t (1) Box and Willow sides, Box and Willow calf, (2) Glace kid (3) Chrome 
sole, (4) Chrome picking band and lace leather, (6) Chrome belting leather.

The following rules for the Calcutta University Rowing Club were adopted : — 
RULES FOR THE CALCUTTA UNIVERSITY ROWING CLUB 
[The Club is affiliated to the Amateur Rowing Association of the East.] 

Rules for Membership 

1. The Club shall be open to— 

(t) Students reading in the University classes and in colleges affiliated 
to the Calcutta University. 

Students include casual students as are recognised by colleges or 
the University. 

(ii) Members of the teaching staff of the Post-Graduate Department and 
of the affiliated colleges. 

All colleges willing to join the University Rowing Club shall pay 
an annual subscription of Rs. 150 for the maintenance of the 
club. 

(m) Past members who are no longer students and whose applications 
for continuance of membership may be granted by the Managing 
Committee. 

iiv) Members of the Senate and Officers of the University. 

(n) Registered Graduates and such other persons as the Committee may 

approve from time to time. 

Rate of Subaoription Admission Fee 

Students ... Rs. 12 per annum ... Rs. 2 

Others ... Rs. 24 per annum ... Rs. 5 

The subscription may be paid in two instalments — half at the time of admis- 
sion and the other half by the first week of J anuary. 

2. Those who will join the club after December may be admitted on paying 
lubscription for the second term, viz , January to June and the usual admission 

fee. 

8. Members failing to pay their subscription within the due date shall have 
^0 pay a fine of Re. 1 lor the first month and their names will be removed from 
the list of members from the seoond month. 
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4. Vacation members may be admitted for half the annual subscription who 
can row during the Puja and Summer Vacations only. These members will be 
taken from colleges outside Calcutta. 

5. Students willing to join the club may get admi-jsion forms from the 
college. They may deposit their fees in the college or in the University and 
produce the form and the receipt to the Secretary for membership card which 
must be produced whenever the Secretary or the person authorised by him 
demands it. 

6. Cases other than those governed by the rules will be subject to the appro- 
val of the Committee. 

7. All members must know swimming and appear at the swimming test 
when called upon to do so. 


Management 

The club shill be raagaged by a Committee which will consist of — 

(1) The Vice-Cliancellor of the Calcutta University, President. 

(2) Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee, Vice-President, 

(3) Begistrar, Calcutta University, Treasurer. 

(4i University Inspector of Colleges. 

(6) Secretary of the Rowing Club appointed by the Syndicate. 

(6> The representative from each college affiliated to the University 
Rowing Club. 

(7) University Organiser, Physical Education. 

(8) Secretary, Students’ Welfare Committee, 

(9) Secretary, University Athletic Club. 

(10) Three members to be nominated by tbe Syndicate. 

Such Committee will function for two years only. 

A Working Committee will be foimed soon after the Summer vacation to 
organise rowing and other activities in the Club. 

It will consist of — 

(1) Secretary. 

(2) Club Captain and Vice-Captain elected by the College Captains who 
in their turn will be elected by the rowing members of the respective 
colleges or nominated by the Principal of the college concerned. 

(3) Trainer of the Club. 

(4) University Organiser, Physical Education. 

Rggatta 


The Working Committee shall— 

(1) announce the time and date for each race ; 

(2) appoint coaches to train up crews for the Inter-Collegiate and Club 
races ; 

(3) appoint the regatta officials consisting of one or more judges, umpires, 
time-keepers and a starter ; 

(4) investigate any queatiunable entry irrespective of protest. 

Rules for Regatta 

The Club shall be guided by rules for regattas and laws of Boat Racing 
adopted by A.R.A.E. 

No member shall be allowed to row in a race unless all his dues are 
cleared. 
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All disputes, arising out of races must be referred to the Working 
Committee on the day of the race with a protest fee of Bs. 10 who will decide 
the point after consulting the regatta officials and their decision in the matter 
will be final. 

The Inter-Collegiate boat lace will be held in fours before the Puja vacation 
and IS limited to students who are members of the Club and will form crews 
on college basis. 

In the Inter-Collcgiate boat race a student is eligible to row (a) who 
is not of more than 4 years’ standing from first entrance into an affiliated 
college if reading in I. A. or I. Sc. classes, (h) who is of not more than 
6 years’ standing from first entrance into an affiliated eollege if in a 
Medical, Engineering or Law College or one of the Post-Graduate Depart- 
ments. 

A college joining an Inter-Collegiate Boat race shall pay an entry fee of Bs. Ifi 
on each occasion. 

No college shall be allowed to send more than one crew consisting of four 
oarsmen and one cox and the latter must be certified by the Working Com- 
mittee. 

When the Working Committee considers that a college cox is not experi- 
enced enoughi it may, for the safety of the boat only lend the service of 
a Club member. But in no case shall a majhi be permitted to steer a boat 
in any regatta 

Names of the crews are not to be disclosed until three days before the 
regatta. 

Entries shall clooe at least three days before the commencement of the race. 

Club races among the members of the club will be held in fours, pairs and 
sculling boats after the Puja vacation. * 

Selection of Crew 9 

The selectors of a college crew are advised to consult the Club Captain and 
the -trainer of the crew. 

The Varsity crew shall be selected by the Working Committee. 

Discipline 

No student of the University shall be permitted to row against it. 

A member of the Club shall have to row for his college or the University 
when called upon to do so. 

Members must obey their college or Club captains who are mainly responsible 
for internal discipline and good name of the Club. 

All members on boat must obey the cox or the trainer on the. bank. 

No crew is to go out more than once without coming to the pont<on. It 
can only do so for the second time if there be no other crew waiting for the boat. 
The Captain of the Club will decide the order of going. 

All boats must return to the pontoon before dusk. 

The Captains should insist on a week’s practice on the punt for each novice 
before taking him out in tubs. Not more than two members should be present 
on the punt at the same time. 

The Captain or the Vice-Captain should select the crew for each trip. Only 
the selected crew should be allowed to go on to the pontoon. 

In no case should the cox allow the boat to follow a wrong dtmrse or 
loiter about. 
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The cox will report to the Secretary any negligence or impertinence on 
the part of a member of a crew. If any damage is done to a boat by a 
member# the fa' t shall be noted in the register by the cox and reported to the 
Secretary, The member responsible for the damage shall have to compensate 
for- it. 

Evciy member must know the traffic rules of the Lake and follow them 
stricily. 

It is strictly prohibited to touch the bank and land on it, or on the islands. 

The members on a boat must not talk on the boat or speak to the public on 
the bank. 

Smoking is not allowed on the boat or inside the boat house. 

Club premises are open to members for certain hours to be specified and 
notified from time to time. 

The Secretary may take disciplinary action against any member and suspend 
him for not more than seven days md report ^uch cases to the committee. 

Anybody refusing to be in the training or pacing crew without sufficient 
grounds shall be liable to be expelled from the Club. 

Dress 

Members must use the Club jerseys with blue and golden-yellow bands 
except when rowing for their own college when they should wear college 
colours. 

Members representing the University in the Inter-University or the All- 
India Regatta only are entitled to use the special jerseys with club coloured 
boarders on the sleeves and the n^ck. 

Decision of the Managing Committee shall be final in all cases of dispute.

SUPPLEMENTAEY MATEICDLATION 
EXAMINATION, 1939 

The number of candidates registered for the Supplementary Matriculation 
Examination held in December, 1939, was 21,641, ot whom 23 were disallowed, 
10,940 passed, 10,241 failed, 169 were expelled and 178 were absent. Of the sue 
cessful candidates, 1,075 were placed in the First Division, 6,191 in the Second 
Division, 3,626 in the Third Division and 149 passed in special subjects. Of the 
total number registered 1,790 were female candidates, of whom 176 passed in the 
First Division, 608 in the Second Division, 204 in the Third Division and 2 
passed in special subjects. Of the 10.241 unsuccessful candidates 8,617 failed in 
English, 6,309 failed in Compulsory Mathematics, 3,297 in Compulsory Second 
Languages, 2,789 in Vernacular Languages, 846 in Additional Mathematics, 
1,924 in Additional Second Languages, 2,604 in History, 199 in Geography, 
36 in Mechanics, 470 in Hygiene, 4 in Business Method and Correspondence, 
8 in Commercial Geography and 433 did not obtain the minimum aggregate 
marks.

The number of candidates registered for the Matriculation Examination held 
in March, 1940, was 26,026 of whom 2 were disallowed, 14,077 passed 10,769 
failed, 47 were expelled and 121 were absent. Of the successful candidates 2,073 
were placed in the First Division, 3,866 in the Second Division, 8,124 in the 
Third Division and 26 passed in special subjects.

The number of candidates registered for the Intermediate Examination in 
Science, held in February, 1910, was 4,198, of whom 2,607 passed, 1,608 failed, 
79 candidates offered special subjects, of whom 68 passed, 43 were absent 
and 40 were expelled. Of the successful candidates, 1,063 were placed in 
the First Division, 1,261 in the Second Division and 226 in the Third Division.

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REPORT OF THE SECONDARY EDUCATIO^ 
BILL COMMITTEE 

We, the members of the Committee appointee 
by the Syndicate to consider and report on th< 
Bengal Secondary Education Bill, 1940 , have th« 
honour to submit the following report : — 

The University has been asked from time to 
time to express its opinion on the question of a 
Secondary Education Board. While it has in the 
past criticised the proposals made by Government, 
it has also offered constructive suggestions for the 
solution of the problem of educational reform. 
But no reform is possible in the sphere of education 
unless education is divorced from the influence of 
party politics and other extra-academic considera- 
tions. The present Bill is even more unsatisfactor} 
and retrograde than the proposals of 1937 whici 
the Senate rejected without any dissent. We 
endorse the views of the Senate then expressed and 
are unable to regard this Bill as a measure calculat- 
ed to advance the cause of Secondary Education in 
Bengal. 

We are of opinion that the establishment of a 
Board will not by itself help to solve the compli- 
cated problems of Secondary Education in this 
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province unless it is created in accordance with the 
following fundamental principles : — 

(i) The Board must be given adequate 
statutory grants from the State to enable 
it to effect necessary reforms and to 
launch new schemes of expansion. 

(ir) The Board must be autonomous and free 
to discharge its duties without any inter- 
ference from Government. 

(hi) The Board must be constituted on 

academic lines and must not be based 
on communal principles. The different 
educational interests of the province 
should be duly represented on the Board 
and with it should be associated experts 
in the different branches of learning, 
trade and industry. 

(iv) The Board should work in close co- 
operation with the University. 

(v) The Board must have behind it the 
strong support of public opinion. 

We find that the present Bill does not fulfil any 
of these requirements. 

Financial 

In the first place, there is no provision in 
the Bill for adequate funds to be placed at the 
disposal of the proposed Board for the improvement 
of schools in general and of the salaries and 
prospects of teachers in particular. The Sadler 
Commission, much stress on whose recommenda- 
tions has been laid in the ‘ Statement of Objects 
54 
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and Reasons ’ of the Bill, was of opinion that ‘ a 
far-reaching re-organisation or reform in education 
must be accompanied by greatly increased assist- 
ance from public funds.' The Commission laid 
down that the ‘ improvement of salaries and 
prospects of teachers in secondeury schools is an 
indispensable condition of reform.* It also said 
that * the authority should have power to organise 
a superannuation system (for teachers) and to 
contribute to its cost.* But no provision has been 
made for any of these purposes in the present Bill. 
The Bill makes a statutory provision of only 
Rs. 25 lakhs as Government grant for Secondary 
Education, though at present Government spends 
actually Rs. 29' 59 lakhs (23*39 lakhs on boys’ 
secondary schools including Government schools, 
and 6*20 lakhs on girls’ secondary schools including 
Government schools). 

The amount of Rs. 29*59 lakhs is now spent 
by Government for the Government schools and 
for giving aid to other secondary schools includ- 
ing about seven hundred non-Government high 
schools. Therefore, if the Government schools 
are continued as at present, we fail to see 
how it will be possible for the Board to give any 
relief to about eight hundred unaided high schools 
which are being compelled to come under 
the Board even if the Board, does not at present 
inaugurate any scheme of expansion. 

We may point out in this connection that for 
Secondary Education alone the Commission esti- 
mated that an extra expenditure of I crore and 
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50 lakhs of rupees per annum would be necessary 
to make the schools ‘ thoroughly efficient.’ It is 
interesting to note that only two years ago, a 
special officer of the present Government submitted 
a report showing the amount of financial assistance 
required for the reform of Secondary Education. 
It was suggested in his report that an additional 
amount of Rs. 43} lakhs at least would be 
necessary for this purpose, which might be spread 
over a period of 8 years. This included a sum of 
Rs. 22 lakhs required for the improvement of 
madrassahs and middle schools, excluding tols, 
for the re-organisation of which a large amount 
would be necessary. But we do not find any 
provision whatsoever in the Bill for these purposes, 
nor is there any provision in it for the development 
of Industrial, Vocational and Agricultural Education 
in the secondary stage. 

It will thus appear that with the limited 
resources proposed to be placed at its disposal the 
function of the Board would be merely to ‘ regulate ’ 
and ‘ control ’ education as laid down in the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons ’ and not to 
undertake ^ educational reform on bold and 
generous lines ’ as contemplated in the report of the 
Sadler Commission. 


Board Not Autonomous 

We shall now refer to another fundamental 
defect of the Bill. The proposed Board will not 
be an autonomous body. In a Board of 50 
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members, including nominated members and 
Government officials, there will be a permanent 
official majority and the Board will have no indepen- 
dence. The composition of the Executive Council 
and other Sub-Committees also ensures similar official 
majority. The Executive Council, which, by the 
way, was not contemplated by the Sadler Commis- 
sion and which will exercise the power and do the 
real work of the Board, will consist of 14 members, 
six of whom will be directly under Government 
control. Of the remaining eight, six are to be 
nominated by the Boeird of 50, which in itself will 
be subservient to Government. Moreover, the 
Inspecting staff will have a predominant voice 
in the administration of Secondary Education, 
though the Sadler Commission recommended that 
the Board must not include any inspecting officer 
other than the Director of Public Instruction. 

The Sadler Commission made it abundantly 
clear that ‘ the Board must be autonomous in so 
far as its administration was concerned,’ and that 
* it must be free from official influence and inter- 
ference.’ The general relationship between the 
Board and Government w'as clearly indicated in 
the following sentence : “ The Board should be 

in such a relation to the Government and the 
Legislative Council as will secure to it the necessary 
grants from public funds and will lay open its 
work to general review along with that of other 
parts of the educational administration of the 
State.”

There were two directions only, in which 
Government influence was contemplated to be 
exercised. First, the Board was to submit its 
estimates to Government, so that the latter would 
have the opportunity of withholding its assent from 
any proposals which did not meet with the approval 
of Government. Secondly, Government should have 
the power, after due enquiry, to require as an 
extreme measure the resignation of the Board. 
But the Board as contemplated in the present Bill 
will be entirely under the control of Government, 
as will appear from the points noted below (vide 
Sections 18, 32, 35, 45, 46, 47 and 51 of the Bill) : 

1 . With regard to the question of finance the 
Bill provides that not only the Budget is to be 
passed by Government but that the Board will not 
have the power of incurring any expenditure 
without the previous sanction of Government, even 
though it may have funds of its own. 

2. The Commission suggested that the regula- 
tions of the Board, which were to be determined 
by the Board itself, would be published and would 
thus be known to Government and the Legislature, 
and open to criticism from either body. The Bill 
on the other hand provides that the Regulations 
will require the previous sanction of Government, 
while Section 5 1 (i) empower^ Government to make 
rules to carry out the purposes of the Act without 
any. reference to the Board, 

3. The powers conferred upon Government 
in cases of disagreement with the Board are even 
more drastic. The safeguard suggested by the 
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Commission has been omitted and Government 
has been given the power to suspend the execution 
of any resolution or order of the Board, the 
Executive Council or any Committee under certain 
circumstances, and to reconstitute the Board 
without consulting the Legislature or without giving 
the public an opportunity to express their opinion. 

1. Section 47 of the Bill empowers the 
Provincial Government to exempt any Secondary 
School, or any student, from the operation of the 
provisions of the Act. This clause stultifies the 
authority of the Board and places a large amount 
of power in the hands of Government — a 
power which may seriously affect the cause of 
education in the province. 

Constitution of the Board 

The Board, it is thus evident, will be official- 
ridden. Apart from this serious defect, the Bill 
excludes the representation of teachers on the Exe- 
cutive Council and gives them inadequate represen- 
tation on the Board and its committees. It does 
not provide for any representation of the Managing 
Committees of Schools or of guardians or of the 
public interested in education. Nor has any 
representation been given to Agriculture, Commerce, 
Science or Industry. 

The representation given to the Calcutta 
University is extremely inadequate. The Sadler 
Commission recommended for the University five 
representatives out of eighteen, while the Bill 
provides only eight out of fifty. 
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The Bill gives large representation to the 
Europeans, although there exists a separate 
Statutory Board for European and Anglo-Indian 
Education. The Bill provides seats for a Provost 
of the Muslim Hall and the Heads of Arabic 
and Persian and Sanskrit Departments, persons 
who are not directly concerned with Secondary 
Education, ignoring the claims of training colleges 
which are vitally interested in it. 

The Bill provides for communal representation 
on the Board, the Executive Council and the various 
Sub-Committees. The communal principle has 
been introduced even in the constitution of bodies 
concerned with the selection and preparation of 
publications and text-books and with the framing 
of the syllabus and the curriculum. We adhere 
to the view expressed by the Senate in 1937 
that as a University we are opposed to communal 
representation and we look upon this part of the 
Bill with disfavour. 


The Board and the University 

The Bill lakes away the basic and inherent right 
of the University to determine who should be ad- 
mitted to its courses of study and under what con- 
ditions. It deprives the University of its right to 
prepare the syllabus and curriculum’and to select and 
publish text-books for the Matriculation Examina- 
tion while leaving the conduct of the Examination in 
the hands of the University. The Board as proposed 
is not a body to which the University is prepared 
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to entrust either of these important functions vitally 
affecting the University’s own sphere of work. 

The relation of the Universities to the secondary 
schools in England has been briefly noted by 
Professor Ejnest Barker of Cambridge in his book 
‘ Universities in Great Britain.’ He says: “The 
Universities in various ways affect to a great degree 
the character and curriculum of all secondary edu- 
cation. They furnish the teachers; and both by 
their Matriculation Examination and by the exami- 
nations they conduct for the scholarships which 
they award, they influence the courses. Nor is 
this all. The Universities are examining bodies 
for all these schools. They conduct the examina- 
tions for certificates ; they prescribe the curriculum 
on which these certificates are awarded. These 
certificates are in the nature of passports into a 
career for those — and they are the great majority — 
who do not proceed to the University. In control- 
ling this system of ‘ passports,’ the University plays 
a considerable part in the general scheme of 
national education.’’ We maintain that Secondary 
Education must be closely linked with the Univer- 
sity stage, and if educational interests are not to 
suffer, there must be a recognition of the respon- 
sibility of the University to shape and guide the 
course of Secondary Education. 


A question has been raised in this connection 
as to whether the experiment conducted during

by transferring power from Universities to Boards 
in relation to the control of Secondary Education 
has been a successful one. There is no gainsaying 
the fact that the Boards have not justified the high 
expectations with which they were brought into 
existence. 

We may refer here to the remarks made in the 
* Tenth Quinquennial Review of the Progress of 
Education in India ’ by Sir George Anderson, ex- 
Secretary of the Sadler Commission and the then 
Educational Commissioner to the Government of 
India. He says that * these Boards have not 
achieved the success which is essential to a properly 
regulated system of secondary education, except 
possibly in the United Provinces.* As to the 
Board in U. P. , Sir Ziauddin Ahmed, formerly 
Vice-Chancellor of the Aligarh University, points 
out in his ‘ Systems of Education ' that ‘ the general 
standard of teaching and examination has gone 
down by the transfer of Intermediate Examination 
from the Universities to the Board. The Matri- 
culation or High School Examination has definitely 
suffered.’ The ‘ Eleventh Quinquennial Review ’ 
also furnishes ample materials in support of 
the contention that mere transference of control 
of Secondary Education from a University to 
a Board will not by itself advance the cause 
of education. In Bombay the problem of 
control over Secondary Education was solved by 
effecting a closer co-operation between the 
University and the Education Department and not 
by the establishment of a Board. 
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Effect on University Finance 

Another serious defect of the Bill is that the 
finances of the University will be gravely affected 
by it. Contrary to the definite recommendation of 
the Sadler Commission, the Bill makes no provision 
for compensating the University for its loss of 
revenue. Thus not only will the financial position 
of the University be placed in a parlous state but 
the progress of higher education in the Province 
will be largely hampered. 

Public Opinion 

One of the fundamental principles laid down 
by the Sadler Commission was that the proposed 
re-organisation of Secondary Education must have 
behind it a strong movement of public opinion. 
It was of opinion that ‘ a re-organisation of Second- 
ary Education will be successful in proportion to 
the goodwill with which it is viewed by the public 

at large.’ But the present Bill has evoked a 

storm of opposition and is so intensely disliked 
by a large section of the public as to lead them to 
demand a separate Board to safeguard their 

educational interests. The Bill has also been 

strongly condemned by the general body of 
teachers in Bengal. 

Public opinion in this matter cannot be flouted, 
as non-official effort has been largely responsible 
for the progress hitherto achieved in the domain of 
Secondary Education. The contribution of Govern- 
ment, which is only about 15% of the total 
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expenditure on Secondary Education, has been 
niggardly in comparison with the vast sums raised 
through the generosity of the rich and the sacrifice 
of the poor. The insignificant contribution of the 
custodians of public funds does not confer on them 
any right to enforce this reactioneiry measure in the 
face of determined opposition from large sections 
of the people who have done so much for the 
progress of Secondary Education in this province. 

The Bill will inevitably bring about a serious 
curtailment of the existing facilities for Secondary 
Education in Bengal, and theiprovision of the Bill 

I 

regarding the automatic withdrawal of recognition 
from all existing Schools after two years is calculated 
to cripple the educational progress of the province. 
The absence of even a general outline of the con- 
ditions to be fulfilled by Institutions in order to 
obtain recognition and approval by the Board has 
raised doubts in the minds of the public as to the 
real intentions of the framers of the Bill. 

From what has been stated above it will be 
manifest that the Board as envisaged in the Bill 
will fail to command the confidence of large 
classes and sections of the people and will 
neither be representative in character nor indepen- 
dent in the discharge of its duties. The Board 
will fail to effect necessary reform and expansion 
of the system of Secondary Education in Bengal. 

It is, therefore, our considered opinion that the 
present Bill should be immediately withdrawn 
and a favourable atmosphere created for a calm 
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and dispe^sionate consideration of the problems of 
educational advancement in Bengal.
